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Logan guilty in Anderson slaying 


Jury deliberates 
1 hour in killing

Marrion Logan was found guilty 


Monday of murdering Phyllis Ander- 
son as she, her husband and three 
children sat in their stalled car on 
Chicago's South Side last year. 


A seven-man, 
five-woman 
jury 


handed down .the verdict before a 
hushed courtroom after one hour of 
deliberation. 


"I'm relieved it's all over," said 


Leo Anderson, 986 Cambridge Dr., 
Buffalo Grove, after the verdict. "It's 
finally done." 


THE 31-YEAR-OLD Chicago iron- 


worker also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated as- 
sault for wounding Leo Anderson, 
June 13. 1976, after the family's car 
had been forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway by heavy rains and stalled 
in a flooded viaduct on 69th Street and 
Harvard Avenue. 


Logan, who was part of a rock- 


throwing gang of black youths that at- 
tacked the Andersons' car demanding 
$10. fired "four or five" shots into the 
vehicle, striking Mrs. Anderson, 51, in 
the head and Anderson. 52, in the 
neck, according to testimony. 


As the verdict was read, Anderson 


smiled and leaned forward in his 
chair. One of his six children, Eliza- 
beth, 17. wept. 


Logan bowed liis head, holding the 


same emotionless expression he did 
throughout most of the trial. Logan's 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams, 22, of 
Chicago breathed a sigh of dismay 
when Judge James M. Bailey read the 
verdict. 


Logan will be sentenced Sept. 6 in 


Judge Bailey's courtroom in the Cook 
County Criminal Court Building, 26th 
Street and California Avenue, Chi- 
cago. Me faces a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment.

MARRION LOGAN 


DURING CLOSING arguments, Lo- 


gan's attorney, Irwin Frazin, told the 
jury evidence against Logan was 
"sketchy and shaded by circum- 
stantial doubt." Frazin said Logan 
was a victim of a "pushed-up case 
by pressured policemen" and was not 
guilty of the charges against him. 


"Chicago police planted the gun belt 


used as evidence against him (Lo- 
gan), in his basement before his ar- 
rest to make it look like it belonged to 
him," Frazin said. 


Frazin also criticized Chicago police 


for not searching more thoroughly for 
the murder weapon, a .45-caliber pis- 
tol. The gun was never found. 


Frazin said police later "fabricated 


the lineup by dressing Logan in the 
same clothes which previously had 
been identified by five witnesses, in- 
cluding Anderson and his daughter, 
Elizabeth, as seen on the murderer 
when he committed the crime." 


Frazin also said Anderson and 


Elizabeth could not have positively 
identified the killer because "every- 
thing happened too fast." 


"THEY WOULD HAVE been look- 


ing at flashes of the gun rather than 
the face of the killer," Frazin said. 


However, Assistant State's Atty. 


Harry Wilson said, "the conformity 
and clarity of the witnesses' testi- 
mony prove Logan's guilt," Wilson 
said many of the statements by the 
five key witnesses who said they saw 
or heard the shooting, were "in per- 
fect tune as far as specific and con- 
forming details are concerned. 


"And the most conclusive state- 


ments came in the positive identi- 
fications of Logan," he said. 


Wilson said the Chicago police did 


not fabricate the lineup. Instead, he 
said the police set up the lineup in a 
way which allowed witnesses to iden- 
tify Logan as he stood near other per- 
sons with similar height and facial 
characteristics. 


Wilson called Logan a hoodlum and 


brutal killer, strikingly different from 
Frazin's description of Logan as a 
"good Samaritan" who tried to stop 
other black youths who'were throwing 
rocks at the stalled cars. 


"Police wouldn't let a bloody mur- 


derer like Logan run loose on the 
streets," Wilson said. "They made 
sure they had the killer in that lineup. 


"And Leo Anderson would not com- 


pound the tragedy of the incident by 
misidentifying the killer of his wife," 
Wilson said.

Tension for family ebbs

The tension and anxiety is begin- 


ning to fade at the Leo Anderson 
home in Buffalo Grove, bul Ander- 
son's daughter, Kate O'Hara, admit- 
ted Monday night "things will never 
be quite normal here again." 


The conviction Monday of Marrion 


Logan, in the murder of Anderson's 
51-year-old wife, Phyllis, last year, 
has ended 12 months of tension and 
anxiety for Anderson and his family. 


"We're all relieved it's over. It's 


been pretty rough, but it's done," 
Mrs. O'Hara said. 


ANDERSON 
DID 
not 
feel 
like 


speaking to reporters late Monday, 
but Mrs. O'Hara said he is feeling 


"pretty good" and has handled him- 
self well during the last few days of 
testimony in court. 


"We had a pretty good idea of what 


was going to happen in court. We as- 
sumed he would be found guilty. It 
would have been a big shock to all of 
us if he (Logan) hadn't," she said. 


Before his arrest for the June 13, 


1976, murder, Logan was living in the 
69th Street, Chicago, home of his 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams and her 
uncle, Joseph Rogers, and Rogers' 
sister-in-law, Carol Franklin. 


After the trial, Rogers said he was 


almost convinced Logan was guilty. 


"There were so many witnesses 


against him it seems he did it," Ro- 
gers said. "Nobody just jumps up and 


kills somebody. I've got to lean to- 
ward the jury. I'd like to go his way, 
but if I had been on the jury I would 
have had to vote for the guilty verdict 
from what I've heard and read." 


MS. 
FRANKLIN told 
reporters 


shortly after the trial ended that "I'm 
sure you'll find the truth, and when 
you do, everything will be OK." 


Mary Ann Williams was unavailable 


for comment Monday night. 


"It's 
hard to say why he did it 


though," Rogers continued. "He lived 
in good conditions and had good mon- 
ey. He and I were working together to 
try to buy a two-flat nearby." 


Rogers, who with the two women 


lived with Logan for two months be- 
fore the killing, admitted he was 


scared that Logan owned a gun 


"I guess he was unpredictable. He 


was very quiet around the house. He 
used to go on weekends with other 
guys and hunt deer," Rogers said. 
"Him owning a gun scares me. I 
didn't know him that well, but I'd say 
he probably has some problems." 


SOME OF THE neighbors of the An- 


derson home, 986 Cambridge Dr., 
would not comment on the Logan con- 
viction Monday night. 


L. E. Nack, 965 Cambridge Dr., said 


he has kept up with the court room 
proceedings on television, but has not 
spoken to Anderson about it. 


Mrs. O'Hara said close relatives 


will continue to stay at the Anderson 
home for several more days.

The priority recommendations of

The improvements involve so much 
reconstruction that all of it has been 


termed first priority. The core of the 
school, 502 Euclid Ave., Arlington 
Heights, would be razed and a field- 
house would be put in the boiler area. 
The circle drive in front of the school 
would be eliminated by the construc- 
tion of a two-story academic addition. 
A 600-seat theater would be added. 


• PROSPECT 
HIGH 
SCHOOL: 


First priority would be a pool built 
between the tennis courts and the 
fieldhouse. A sports addition would 
contain a weight training room, a

Egypt, Libya agree to plan 
to end border fight: Arafat

Palestinian guerrilla chief Yasser 


Arafat said Monday both Egypt and 
Libya have agreed to a cease-fire pro- 
posal to end their border war. Reports 
from Cairo and Tripoli said the desert 
fighting had ended, and Arab leaders 
appealed to both sides to save their 
blood for future battles with Israel. 


Egypt said its troops, who were at- 


tacking the Jaghboub oasis 150 miles 
south of the Mediterranean at the mo- 
ment President Anwar Sadat an- 


nounced the cease-fire, broke off the 
final battle at once Sunday night. 


"The fighting seems to have 


stopped, at least for the time being," 
Libya's ambassador to London said at 
midday .Monday. He said his embassy 
had receivtd no formal notification 
from Tripoli of a ceasefire, but there 
were no new battle reports to discount 
it. 


LIBYA'S NEWS agency muted its 


fiery communiques that had claimed 
a series of victories but reported "our 


popular forces managed to repel and 
annihilate the invading forces" to the 
last. 


There was no complete toll of dam- 


age and casualities from the six days 
of fighting. Libya complained to the 
U.N. Security Council that Egyptian 
air raids caused "a great loss of life 
among innocent civilians." 


"Hospitals and schools have also 


been destroyed," 
Libya's Foreip 


Minister Ai said in a letter reporting

and "tried to rape her." 


Williams phoned the police, and 


the complex soon was swarming 
with patrol cars. 


Tricia repeated her story to

Springfield, 111., described by Kansas 
officials as "violent and not above 
committing a lot of different types of 
serious offenses," was listed in fair 
condition in St. Joseph's Hospital in 
Bloomington with a severe head lacer- 
ation and a fractured left shin. 


He faces felony charges in three 


slates. 


Bruce Wood of Metamora, 111., his 


wife, who is nine months piegnant, 
and their two children stopped their 
car Sunday near Washington, 111, to 
help Schultz, whose stolen car had 
stalled. Schultz pointed a gun at them 
and forced them to drive to Bloom- 
ington and check into a motel. 


IN THE MOTEL ROOM, police 


said, Schultz bound Wood and forced 
Mrs. Wood to remove her clothes. 
Acting Police Chief Lewis DeVault 
said Schultz then undressed and be- 
gan drinking. Mrs. Wood was not as- 
saulted, he said. 


Schultz later untied Wood and or- 


dered him to stay in the bathroom, 
while Mrs. Wood and the two children 
were in the bedroom with Schultz, 


Only boss 
kept skipper 
from fleeing 


KEY WEST, Fia. (UPI) — A feisty 


American lobster boat skipper Mon- 
day said he stopped his vessel when it 
was fired on by a Cuban gunboat last 
Thursday "only on direct orders from 
my boss." 


"I'd have continued on," said Nich- 


olas DeNichilo. 


The 32-year-old blond master of the 


72-foot Bounty said he knew he was in 
international waters and Cuban au- 
thorities were wrong that his ship had 
violated their territorial waters. 


"I don't like being shot at when I 


know where I was at," said DeNicluIo, 
who admitted he was frightened by 
the bullets whizzing across the Boun- 
ty's bow and chunking into the water 
at the stern. 


"When I'm right, I'm going to pro- 


tect myself." 


THE BOUNTY'S cook and only oth- 


er crew member, 19-year-old Sheila 
Almquisl, from Seattle, admitted she, 
too, was frightened. 


"I felt we were in the right . . . felt 


there was no reason for us to stop," 
she said 


DeNichilo, Miss Almquist aid the 


Bounty, with its 3,300-pound cargo of 
spiny lobster, were released by Cuban 
authorities from the northwest port of 
Santa Lucia Sunday morning. 


After resting, the boat returned to 


home port at 8 a m. EDT Monday. 
The vessel's owner, Raymond C. Van- 
yo of Key West, raced out in a speed- 
boat to board the Bounty before it 
reached Key West. He embraced 
DeNichilo and gave him a box of 
doughnuts which DeNichilo munched 
on the way in. 


After arrival, the two crew members 


underwent extensive questioning by 
U S. officials. 


After his detention at gunpoint by a 


boarding party from the gunboat, 
DeNichilo said the Cuban officials 
tried "to force us to believe we were 
wrong and they were right." He re- 
fused, he said, when "they asked us to 
sign documents that we were wrong." 


"I HAVE THE BEST (navigational) 


equipment on the market today . . . 
three times more sophisticated than 
their equipment. I was in inter- 
national waters,1' DeNichilo said. 


At the end of 48 hours of impound- 


ment under guard on their vessel, 
DeNichilo said he agreed to sign a 
compromise document. He said the 
document stated: "They had boarded 
me; that they said I was inside six 
miles and I said I was 15 miles" off 
Cuba in international waters; that I 
did stop the boat and did let a soldier 
on board . . . that I did proceed with 
him" and that "he jumped over- 
board" and that they fired shots in 
front and back of I he vessel, but not 
directly at the Bounty. 


With the paper signed, the fish- 


erman said, Cuban officials turned 
"very friendly 
— their 
attitude 


changed" and they took him and Miss 
Almquist on a tour of the area. The 
Cubans treated them 
to dinner, 


showed them some caves and they 
also visited a carnival. 


DeVault said. When Schultz put his 
gun down and made sexual advances 
to the daughter, Mrs Wood grabbed 
the gun. 


"When she hollered, he (Wood) 


came out of the bathroom," DeVault 
said "She threw it to her husbandl 
and the gun would not fire." 


Mrs. Wood then hit Schultz on the 


head with a lamp and apparently 
kicked him in the leg. Schultz, still 
naked, fled the room but was cap- 
luied in a motel corridor. 


POLICE SAID he was charged with 


two counts of aggravated kidnaping, 
three counts of simple kidnaping, two 
counts of deviate sexual assault and 
one count of indecent liberties with a 
child. 


"They (the Woods) were trying to 


be good Samaritans . . . and turned 
out to'be the victims of a vicious 
crime," DeVault said. 


Schultz and another man escaped 


Tuesday 
from 
the Kansas 
State 


Penitentiary 
where 
Schultz 
was 


serving a life term for the murder of 
a Salma, Kan., policeman, a term of 
10 years to life for a grocery robbery, 
and two terms of 15 years to life for 
two Wichita supermarket robberies. 


"He's out of touch," Kansas warden 


Kenneth Oliver said. "He's got a life 
sentence on him and he's violent and 
he's not above committing a lot of dif- 
ferent types of serious offenses. I 
don't think Schultz concerns himself 
with the consequences of his behav-

3 plead guilty in Chowchilla kidnaping 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - Three 


young men, convinced the prose- 
cution's ease was inpregnable, switch- 
ed their pleas to guilty Monday on 
charges of kidnaping 26 Chowchilla, 
Calif,, children and their bus driver in 
an apparent attempt to extort $5 mil- 
lion. 


"It's an overwhelming prosecution 


case," public defender Lester Gen- 
dron said in explaining the surprise 
move which came during a pretrial 
hearing. 


Frederick N. Woods IV, 25, of Por- 


tola Valley, Calif., James Schocnfelcl, 
23, of Atherton, Calif., and his broth- 
er, Richard, So, entered a conditional 
pica admitting the 1976 abduction, but 
they denied charges of inflicting bod- 
ily harm to the victims. 


THE 
DEFENDANTS, all from 


wealthy San Francisco peninsula fam-

ilics, previously pleaded innocent to 
all charges. The pretrial hearing was 
being conducted on a defense motion 
to bar much of the evidence. 


"It was an impossible case to try in 


view of the evidence," Gendron said.

the trio to prison for life without pos- 
siblity of parole. The kidnap charges 
carry a term of five years to life. 


Bus driver Ed Ray was in the court- 


room and after the plea-change was 
asked his reaction. "Yeah, I'm hap- 
py," he said.

In Chowchilla, Mayor Robert Perry 


said he was glad the case was moving 
along rather than dragging out in 
court. 


"I THINK THE LAW enforcement 


agencies in Alameda and Madera 
Counties must have built up a pretty 


good case because after the defense 
examined the evidence, those guys 
pleaded guilty," he said. 


Madera County Sheriff Ed Bates, 


who directed the local investigation, 
said of the defendants, "There was 
never a question in our mind about 
whether theyv did it — only whether 
bodily harm would be a factor." 


The defendants smiled and ap- 


peared relaxed after entering their 
plea. Gendron said Woods was the 
last to decide to change his plea. 


"We thought that the best defense 


would be to compromise and. make 
the best deal possible," Gendron said. 


THE KIDNAPING occurred July 15, 


1976, as bus driver Ed Ray was driv- 
ing the children home from a day at 


summer school. A van blocked the 


road and three armed and masked 
men invaded the bus. 


The children later were placed in a 


buried truck in Livermore, Calif., 100 
miles northwest, but they managed to 
dig their way out. None suffered 
serious injuries.

Scott's office had acted in 1974 


against LaRose's Holiday Magic Cos- 
metics firm, charging it bilked thou- 
sands of Illinois residents who in- 
vested a total of $5 million in what he 
termed "one of the cruelest types of 
get-rich-quick schemes." 


SCOTT SAID AT the time that Holi- 


day Magic operation was the largest 
pyramid scheme operating in Illinois. 
Lawsuits against the firm had been 
filed in at least 14 other states, Scott 
said. 


At the time Scott said the company 


falsely advertised that housewives 
could earn more than $9,000 a year 
through part time work and that an 
average distributor should be able to 
recruit two new distributors a week, 
earning up to $108,000 a year.

Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., questioned Lance 
for more than two hours on subjects 
ranging from efforts to sell about 
200,000 shares of slock Lance owns in 
the National Bank of Georgia to a $3.4 
million loan he received from a Chi- 
cago bank. 


"I see nothing here that involves 


conflict of interest with regard to Mr. 
Lance," Ribicoff told reporters. 


INVESTIGATIVE reporters, 
Ribi- 


coff said, are attempting to "get ev- 
erybody — that's the name of the 
game today." 


"You (Lance) have been smeared 


from one end of the country to the 
other, in my opinion unjustly. We can 
just imagine what this has done to 
you and your family," Ribicoff said. 


Sen. Sam Nunn, a Democrat from 


Lance's home state of Georgia, spoke 
of Lance's "honesty and integrity" 
and said the media is so obsessed 


with any hint of "coverup" that it is 
"in danger of covering up the pre- 
sumption of innocence." 


At times, the hearing sounded more 


like a testimonial than an inquiry. 
Sen. Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., told 
Lance, "I think it was nice of you to 
drop by and confirm your innocence" 
while Sen: John Heinz, D-Pa., said the 
committee had "expressed its love for 
you." 


At the White House, Deputy Press 


Sec. Rex Granum said the President 
hoped all of the facts have been 
brought out and "he does have full 
'confidence in Lance." 


Thimderbird pilot killed in crash 


CHEYENNE, Wyo. (UPI) — A jet 


trainer belonging to the Air Force's 
Thunderbirds aerobatic team crashed 
on a rain-swept rodeo parking lot 
Monday while attempting to land at a 
nearby airport. 


The pilot was killed and two per- 


sons, including a crew member who 
ejected from the crippled plane short- 
ly before the impact, were slightly in- 
jured. 


Witnesses said Capt. Charlie Carter, 


33, of San Antonio, Tex., narrator for 
the precision flying team, may have 
given up his own life rather than al- 
lowing the jet to crash into a clump of 
campers.

Carter had flown to Wyoming to 


make preparations for a Wednesday 
demonstration by the Thunderbirds at 
the Cheyenne Frontier Days rodeo.

around. Moments later it nosed down, 
bounced and skidded through the 
parking lot, then slammed into a ro- 
deo livestock pen in a mass of flames. 


Carter was killed instantly. Sgt. Ed 


Foster of Charlotte, N.C., received a 
minor nose injury after ejecting from

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Tax break for firms still stalled 


Assessor Thomas M. Tully's plan to 


give a tax break to new industrial and 
apartment buildings In blighted areas 
continues to arouse the suspicion of 
suburban members of the Cook Coun- 
ty Board. 


Tully wants to be able to reduce the 


assessment level on new or rehabili- 
tated industrial buildings in blighted 
areas from 40 per cent to only 17 per 
cent of market value for five years as 
ari'incentive for new construction. 


Assessments on multi-family build- 


ings would be reduced to 17 per cent 


of market value from the 33 per cent 
that would normally apply. 


THE LOWER assessments would 


translate into smaller real estate tax 
bills, something which Tully believes 
is needed to stimulate new devel- 
opment. 


But suburban members of the coun- 


ty board especially are wary of giving 
Tully the power to determine what 
areas of the county are "blighted" 
and thereby eligible for the tax break. 
Too many of the assessment reduc- 
tions will go to Chicago property own- 


Metropolitan briefs 
Sea serpent may 
be a plesiosaurus 


A university of Chicago biology professor said Monday a 44-foot 


sea monster found off the New Zealand coast last week is most 
likely a plesiosaurus — a creature he says has been extinct for 65 
million years. Leigh Van Valen, who has done research on dino- 
saurs and other extinct animals, said that if the Japanese scholar 
who identifed the animal as a plesiosaurus is right, the discovery 
could help solve Scotland's Loch Ness monster mystery. Tokyo 
Skikama, an ancient-animal expert at Yokohama National Univer- 
sity, identified photographs of the creature, netted Wednesday by 
Japanese fishermen, as those of a plesiosaurus. 


"If (Skikama) says it is a plesiosaurus, it must be a plesio- 


saurus," Van Valen said. "He's worked on marine mammals," 
and is a respected expert. Van Valen said he is "fairly well con- 
vinced there is something big in Loch Ness" and some evidence — 
including some blurry photographs and descriptions from those 
who say they have seen "Nessie" — shows the supposed monster 
in northern Scotland also may be a plesiosaurus. 


Cops called off Marquetle Park 
A member of the Martin Luther King Jr. Coalition informed a 


city official Friday night the scheduled march into racially trou- 
bled Marquette Park had been canceled, police Supt. James M. 
Rochford said Monday. Rochford explained at a news conference 
that members of the civil rights group had agreed to telephone 
Hugh Osborne, deputy commissioner of the Dept. of Human Re- 
sources, if the group decided to cancel the open housing protest 
march Saturday. Rochford identified William Jackson, one of the 
three coalition members who met with city officials, as the man 
who called Osborne at home. 


As a result, a mobilization plan for 700 police officers to be on 


duty to head off the potentially explosive situation was called off 
later Friday night, Rochford said. About 20 persons decided to 
march the following day, and violence erupted when about 700 
whites who massed at the park threw rocks and bottles at passing 
vehicles driven by blacks. Rochford said 26 whites were arrested, 
at least three autos were wrecked and 22 "innocent citizens were 
injured by the mob." 


Review of Nazi march ban asked 
Attorneys for the National Socialist Party of America asked the 


Illinois Supreme Court Monday to review an appellate court modi- 
fication of a ban on a Nazi march in Skokie. A three-judge Illinois 
Appellate Court panel July 12 prohibited the march in the pre- 
dominantly Jewish suburb only if party members displayed swas- 
tikas. But the panel reversed as unconstitutional parts of a tem- 
porary injunction that had bannde a march by persons in Nazi- 
style uniforms and prohibited distribution of anti-Semitic liter- 
atuie. 


David Goldberger, an American Civil liberties union attorney 


representing the Nazis, argued prohibiting marchers from wearing 
swastikas is a prior restraint of the party's constitutional right to 
free speech. He also challenged the appellate court ruling that the 
display of swastikas constitutes "fighting words" that would "pro- 
voke violent reaction" among Skokie's large Jewish community. 


Puerto Ricans march in Loop 
About 50 Puerto Ricans marched in the loop Monday to protest 


alleged police brutality and harassment. Demonstrators marched 
on the sidewalk from police headquarters north to the Dirksen 
Federal Building, handing out leaflets demanding freedom for 
Puerto Rico, "a halt to grand jury repressions, police brutality 
and harassment of the Puerto Rican community" and decent jobs 
for Puerto Ricans. Demonstrators also demanded that charges be 
dropped against persons arrested in the June 4 Humboldt Park 
riots and that officers who shot and killed Raphael Cruz and Julio 
Usarlo be fired and jailed. 


Marzano's sentence reduced 
The prison sentence of Pasquale Charles Marzano, the alleged 


mastermind of the $4.3 million Purolator Security Inc., theft, has 
been reduced from 20 years to 15 years, it was reported Monday. 
Marzano, 41, fled to Grand Cayman Island after the Oct. 20, 1974, 
heist, where authorities believe he deposited $1 million in secret 
bank accounts. He was arrested with Luigi DiFonzo, who was 
acquitted of the theft. U.S. Appeals Court Judge William J. Bauer 
granted a request for sentence reduction in a written order late 
Friday. Bauer handled the case when he sat on the U.S. District 
Court bench. Marzano's attorney, Julius Lucius Echeles, said 
there was a "gross disparity" between Marzano's sentence and 
those of two others convicted in the heist — his cousin, William 
Marzano, and Peter Gushi.

ident Richard Nixon $3,000 for mail costs this year but he may 
draw on other funds to mail copies of his daughter's book, a 
spokesman said Monday. The Orange County Daily Pilot at San 
Clemente, Calif., quoted one source as saying Nixon had mailed 
2.000 copies of Julie Eisenhower's book, "Special People," to 
friends across the nation. Spokesmen for both Nixon and the pub- 
lisher have denied the report. The Daily Pilot estimated that if 
1.000 copies were mailed first class as far as Washington, D.C., at 
a cost of 52.46 each, and another 1,000 were mailed half that far, 
tho mailing cost would total $3,690.

However, the 
GSA spokesman said the $5.000 allocation is simply an estimate of 
what tho Nixons might need.

its accomplishments " 


Carter and Jordan, who sat side-by- 


side at the convention, later talked 
privately for 15 minutes. 


White House spokesman Rex Gran- 


um said Carter "expressed the feeling 
that the President, the Cabinet and 
the Democratic Congress do care, and 
statements that argue to tho contrary 
are damaging to the hopes and aspi- 
rations of poor people " 


Granum said Carter "feels if poor 


people are convinced the adminis- 
tration doesn't care, it will be dam- 
aging. 


"HE'S OPEN TO criticism. It's all 


part of a democratic society . . . 
Clearly we feel good and we feel 
we've done what we could " 


In Ms speech, Carter described pro- 


grams ranging from creation of a mil- 
lion new jobs to a hitherto-undisclosed 
requirement that 10 per cent of all 
subcontracts in (he public works bill 
go to minorities.

Gas tank explosion forces 
evacuation in Jacksonville 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) - A 


30,000-gallon tank of liquefied pctio- 
leum gas exploded in northwest Jack- 
sonville Monday, shooting flames 200 
feet into the air for nearly six hours 
and forcing the evacuation of about 
1,500 persons from the adjacent area 


Firefighteis said there were no in- 


juries from the explosion and bla/se at 
the Pargas Co., a home delivery gas 
firm located in a sparsely populated, 
industrial and residential area. Lique- 
fied petroleum gas is a mixture of 
propane and butane gas used as a do- 
mestic or industrial fuel. ' 


"The gas either burned itself out or 


the safety valves activated and cut 
the gas off," said Fire Chief Eussell 
Yarborough. 


FIREFIGHTERS SATU they had no 


idea what caused the blast, which de- 
stroyed an adjacent one-story build- 
ing, incinerated at least four gas tank- 
tiucks and showered pieces of metal 
over a wide area around the plant. 
Firefighters estimated property dam- 
age at $100,000. 


At one point, it was feared the burn- 


ing tank would ignite an adjacent LP 
gas tank with a similar 30,000-gallon 
capacity. 


But 
stationary 
fire hoses were 


trained on both tanks most of tht 
morning and firefighters stood at a 
safe distance. Firefighters also hosed 
down pressure cylinders holding re- 
frigerant gases at an Allied Chemical 
Co. plant across the street. 


THE TANK, which exploded shoi tly 


after 4 a in. CDT, sending a ball of 
flame some 200 feel into the air, 
apparently was not filled to capacity. 
The plant was closed and not due to 
open until 9am. 


Police and firefighters banged on 


the doors of residents in a one-mile 
radius of the burning tank and ferried 
the elderly and invalid outside the 
danger zone. 


By 11 a m_, Fire Capt J. P. Croft 


said, "It now seems to be under con- 
trol." 


Evacuees were allowed lo reenter 


Ihe area around the plant at 11:45 
a m 


HEW bans diabetic drug 
which caused 100 deaths 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The US. 


Dept, of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, using for the first time powers 
given it 15 years ago, Monday banned 
an oral diabetic drug named phenfor- 
min. which critics said was responsi- 
bile for more than 100 deaths 


HEW Sec. Joseph A. Califano Jr. 


declared the drug an "imminent haz- 
ard to the public health" in announc- 
ing the ban. 


Califano said the Food and Drug 


Administration would take steps dur- 
ing the next 90 days to provide for an 
orderly 
transition for the 
385,000 


patients currently on the drug. 


MARKETED UNDER the 
trade 


names "DBI" and "Meltrol," phcnfor- 
min was attacked last April 21 by 
R a l p h Nader's 
health research 


group. In calling for a ban under 
powers granted 15 years ago but nev- 
er used before, the group told Cali- 
fano the drug was lethal, unnecessary 
and ineffective. 


It said FDA files showed the drug 


had caused at least 110 deaths from a 
condition called lactic acidosis, an ex- 
cess accumulation of lactic acid, and 
probably there were many more unro- 
ported. 
i 


At the tune Geigy Pharmaceuticals, 


which makes DBI, said some patients 
could only use phenforrnin. 


"The ratio of known benefits to the 


possible risk of phenformin therapy 
for these thousands of patients clearly 
justifies its continued use," the firm 
said. 


But Califano said insulin therapy or 


"dietary restrictions and other drugs" 
could be used as substitutes. 


TUB DRUG, 1IE said, is used by 


patients so they can have fewer dieta- 
ry restrictions and to delay the time 
when they must begin taking insulin. 


"In general its effectiveness dimin- 


ishes within two to three years, and in 
many patients insulin therapy must 
be initiated," he added. 


Califano said there are 5 million 


Americans with diabetes, of which 2 
million are taking oral diabetic drugs. 
Of those 385,000 were on phenformin. 


Since 1959, he said, there has been a 


growing concern about the incidence 
of lactic acidosis among persons tak- 
ing phenformin 


About one-half of the 245 cases of 


lactic acidosis reported to the FDA as 
of last month, were fatal, Califano 
said.

The opportunity for innocent,

Newspapers and radio stations 


that do not maintain staff at the 
federal building press room at 
all limes will be disadvantaged 
in finding out about indictments. 
The indictment of some public 
officials, syndicate figures or 
white collar criminals may go 
unnoticed. 


The past two U.S. attorneys 


for the Northern District of Illi- 
nois, Jim Thompson and Samuel 
Skinner, sometimes were ac- 
cused of grandstanding at press 
conferences. 
Both 
Thompson 


and Skinner made a practice of 
displaying the evidence used to 
s e c u r e indictments. Seized 
weapons and bags of heroin 
were spread out for the feasting 
eye of television cameras. It 
made good press. 


But major indictments are 


news with or without press con- 
ference theatrics, and they wilJ 
continue to be so despite Bell's 
order. All the attorney general 
has done is to make it harder for 
reporters and prosecutors to 
keep the public informed. 


No skateboard in park 


The way tilings have been go- 


ing lately, we wouldn't be too 
surprised if someone soon sug- 
gested night harness racing be 
moved from Arlington Park to 
Recreation Park in Arlington 
Heights. 


Residents of the neighborhood 


around

That 
particular use of the park would 
be unprecedented for the Arling- 
ton Heights Park District — and 
a bad precedent at that. Public 
parks aren't the place for pri- 
v a t e enterprise — whether 
skateboard tracks or miniature 
golf courses.

A military base doesn't 
provide much insurance 


The idea of establishing an Ameri- 


can military base in Israel is as bad 
as it was predictable. It was pre- 
dictable because, in this post-Vietnam 
period, apparently it is not enough 
that the United States pledge its word 
to protect the security of a friend. In 
addition, the'-e must be some token of 
credibility, like a military base. Our 
aye alone is no longer aye, nor our 
nay nay. 


And so ths idea of an American 


presence in Israel surfaces. Some 
brainstormer ir. the Stale Department 
must figure thai an American base on 
Israeli soil wcukl make the Israelis 
feel more secure, and therefore more 
likely to give up strategic territory in 
a peace settlement. It must not have 
occurred to same brainsormer that 
the crying need for such a gesture in- 
dicates why a gesture alone won't 
work. 


To elaborate: Jody Powell, 
the 


press aide at the While House, ex- 
plained that "the idea would be to 
guarantee the commitment. If there 
was an actual base, it would be sort 
of like an insurance policy." Sort of 
like. But when the insurance company 
has to put up some earnest money in 
order to sell a policy, that kind of 
guarantee alone may stir some under- 
standable doubt on the part of the 
putatively insured.

NOR IS IT CLEAR that the pres- 


ence of an American garrison in Is- 
rael would guarantee an American 
commitment. II is al least equally 
probable that public opinion in this 
country would tire of supporting still 
more American troops in a distant 
land, of the investment in money and 
intersl, not to say the possible danger, 
and of getting involved generally. 11 
might also occur to the Israelis that 
an American post that can be in- 
stalled can also be dismantled or even 
hastily abandoned. 


In short, showing the flag from a 


military base does not seem any more 
efficacious these days than showing it 
from a gunbost. In this case, both 
Arabs and Israelis might be given the 
wrong impression. Though the danger 
is minimal, the Israelis might gel the 
idea that Americans will do llicir 
fighting for them. That would be in 
neither the American nor the Israeli 
interest. 


And Arab opinion might be con- 


firmed in its already too deeply en- 
trenched illusion that Israel is but a 
puppet of imperialist America, one 
that could be swept aside by one more 
war, or perhaps removed by the 
Americans themselves if enough pres- 
sure were applied, or enough petro- 
leum withheld. 


AS IT HAPPENS, there already is 


one American post on the movable 
frontier between Egyptian and Israeli 
troops in Sinai. But that listening post 
seems unable to prevent increasing 
Egyptian violations of the latest dis- 
engagement agreement, or even to 
get the State Department to take 
those violations seriously. The depart- 
ment seems too busy at the moment 
nettling the Israelis. 


The idea of an American base in 


Israel to show "commitment" brings 
to mind other proposals hi the past 
designed to lure the Israelis into con- 
cessions, and who made them, and for 
what purpose. J, William Fulbright, 
one recalls, was forever proposing a 
formal treaty of alliance with Israel 
while voting against any aid — mili- 
tary, economic or diplomatic — to Is- 
rael. His proposal was supposed to 
signal his good intentions, but it was 
an open secret that he sought a for- 
mal American treaty with Israel to 
codify and so limit this country's obli- 
gations to Israel.

He wants changes in park pool rules 


As a concerned citizen, and in order 


to try to initialc some changes in the 
regulations of the Buffalo Grove Park 
District swimming pools, I attended 
the monthly meeting of this board and 
found considerable apathy towards 
the needs of the community from our 
elected official;;. 


I made two requests of the park dis- 


trict board: That the lifeguards be re- 
lieved by other qualified pool person- 
nel and not take up 25 per cent of 
each hour's swim time; that I be 
allowed to take my daughter into the 
pool with inflated arm bands in order 
to teach her how to swim. 


The responses of the commissioners 


on my first request were as follows: 


By law, a pool must be cleared ev- 


ery hour for a safety check. However, 
it seems the commissioners are more 
concerned about the amount of sun 
the lifeguards must endure in eight 
hours and feel they should be allowed 
to swim 15 minutes out of every hour. 
(One pool is inside, and overexposure 
to the sun could be eliminated by um- 
brellas at the outdoor pool.) 


They are not staffed enough to re- 


lieve each guard every hour for 15 
minutes — but why is this necessary? 
Excessive to any industry or commu- 
nity standards that are known to me, 
out of eight paid hours of work, the 
lifeguards have two hours of break, 
plus a lunch break. 


One commissioner stated that it is 


the policy of the pools that during this 
15 minutes, one parent with one non- 
swimming child could use the pool. 
Tliis is the first time I'd ever heard 
this rule, and am sure many others 
are not aware of it. 
(Consider 50 


adults, 50 non-swimming children, and 
all but one of the lifeguards in the 
pool — now that's real safety!), 


The board's responses to my second 


request were as follows: 


They had called both Lake and Cook 


County organizations and were told 
they do not allow flotation units, so

Buffalo Grove should have the same 
ruling. 


They were made aware that the av- 


erage child in Buffalo Grove is not 3',-i 
feet high to his chin and cannot touch 
the bottom of the pool and keep his 
head above at the same time. So, the 
child cannot enjoy the pool unless he 
is carried by a parent or can swim. 
(They felt this is fair — actually, 
s m a l l children are being 
dis- 


criminated against.) 


I offered to sign a ''hold harmless" 


clause so no liability to the park 


board would result and was told that 
such a document is useless and would 
not stand up hi court. (Yet, these 
documents are used for other activi- 
ties engaged into in this area.) I 
asked if they could produce any form 
that would relieve the liability and 
they refused. 


I believe it is time the citizens of 


Buffalo Grove speak out and demand 
that their public facilities not be made 
so "safe" that no one chooses to use 
them. Enrollment is declining for 
memberships, compared to the in- 
crease in population. Othc/ families 
must feel as I do. We can force the 
board to reconsider its position if we 
group together. Park commissioners 
cannot disregard the wishes of their 
constituents and continue to be elect- 
ed. I would like to urge the citizens to 
please call a commissioner 
if you 


agree with me* and press for your 
rights. Mine were denied.

She explains legislative expense 


Because Uic bill which would in- 


crease Illinois state legislators' ex- 
pense allowance has been well-publi- 
cized, I have heard many comments 
from constituents which lead me to 
believe there is a general lack of un- 
derstanding about this particular per- 
quisite. 


First of all, Ihis allowance is not 


money that can be pocketed by the 
legislator or even used for whatever 
he/she chooses. The purposes for 
which vouchers may be presented for 
reimbursement from this fund include 
only such items as postage (state rep- 
resentatives have no franking privi- 
leges), office rent, secretarial or ad- 
ministrative help, printing costs (sta- 
tionery, newsletters, etc.), office sup- 
plies and other such related expenses .1 


And it cannot be paid to members of 
the legislator's family. 


A legislator who really tries to 


serve his/her constituents (such as 
my boss) by answering mail, inform- 
ing them about his/her activities via a 
newsletter, providing special assis- 
tance with bureaucratic hassles, etc., 
has to crimp and pinch every penny 
of (hat allowance, and often winds up 
paying some out of his/her own pock- 
et. 


Its purpose is to help us provide bet- 


ter communication. And that is what 
makes the democratic process work.

The unusuaL financial problems of 


millionaire 
White 
House 
adviser 


Thomas B. (Berl) Lance have been 
reported in inordinate detail, but not 
enough attention has been paid to the 
financial arrangement established to 
manage his fortune during govern- 
ment service. 


When Lance accepted 
President 


Carter's invitation to become director 
of the Office of Management 
and 


Budget, he agreed to place most of his 
holdings, then valued at more than S7 
million, in a ''blind trust" to be ad- 
ministered by a businessman identi- 
fied only as Thomas Mitchell. 


As part of the Carter adminis- 


tration's campaign to emphasize the 
importance of public officials' integri- 
ty, Lance's relationship with Mitchell 
was scrutinized by attorney John L. 
Moore, a member of the Carter legal 
staff. 


MITCHELL "IS NOT related to you 


by blood or marriage, is not your em- 
ploye, is not the employe of a corpo- 
ration the voting stock of which is 
held by you, and is not a subordinate 
employe of a corporation of which you 
are 
an executive officer,'1 Moore 


wrote to Lance. 


Having applied that standard test, 


used for the financial trusts estab- 
lished by all administration officials. 
Moore concluded "that Mitchell is an 
'independent trustee' as required by 
the Guidelines on Conflicts-of-Interest 
published 
by 
the 
Carter-Mondale 


Transition Group.'' 


But there are serious questions 


about Mitchell's purported "indepen- 
dence'' from Lance, going -well be- 
yond the fact that the two men have 
been virtual neighbors in northeast 
Georgia (Mitchell lives in Dalton, only 
20 miles north of Lance's home town 
of Calhoun) and close personal friends 
for many years. 


WHEN CARTER sought (unsuccess- 


fully) to promote Lance as his succes- 
sor as Georgia's governor, Mitchell 
was a key member of Lance's 1974 
campaign organization. "Tom worked 
very closely with Bert,'' says one man 
who followed that race. 


Most important is the fact that Mit- 


chell is — by his own admission — the 
fourth largest individual stockholder 
in the National Bank of Georgia 
(NBG). 
an 
Atlanta 
financial 
in- 


stitution in which Lance owns 200,000 
shares once valued at almost $3 mil- 
lion. 


Mitchell declines to specify the ex- 


tent of his NBG holdings, but if his 
investment is similar to that of other 
major shareholders his interest pre- 
sumably exceeds $1 million. 


Lance's original trust agreement re- 


quired Mitchell to sell all of Lance's 
NBG stock by the end of this year. 
But the prospect of such a large block 
of shares being dumped on the mar- 
ket, coupled with the bank's unexpect- 
ed losses in. real estate loans, has 
greatly depressed the price of NBG 
stock. 


"I'M NOT GOING to dispose of that 


stock at current market value come 
Dec. 31 or any other time. I'm not 
going to drop Bert a million dollars 
for going to Washington," trustee Mit- 
chell recently told an interviewer. 


What Mitchell didn't mention is 


that he has a potentially serious con- 
flict 
of 
interest because putting 


Lance's NBG stock up for sale would 
undoubtedly further depress the value 
of Mitchell's sizeable NBG holdings. 


Someone in the White House may 


have belatedly recognized that prob- 
lem because Carter's recent proposal 
to allow Lance to hold his NBG stock 
beyond Dec. 31 contains a little-no- 
ticed provision calling for transfer of 
those shares to another trust, run by 
"a new qualified corporate trustee.'1 


But Mitchell uill retain control over 


t h e r e m a i n d e r of Lance's in- 
vestments, including more than $1 
million worth of stock in the Calhoun 
(Ga.) First National Bank. The trust 
agreement requires sale of some of 
those shares, and again there are 
problems with Mitchell's 
supposed 


"independence"' because he is a ma- 
jor investor 
in various, 
unnamed 


banks, also in northwest Georgia. The 
trust agreement with Mitchell ought 
to be scrapped and a new, truly inde- 
pendent trustee found for Lance, be- 
cause the current arrangement typi- 
fies the tendency of Carter adminis- 
tration rhetoric about "government" 
to outpace its performance In that 
crucial field.

Ethics needed to keep 
international trade honest

The way international business is 


conducted is of vital importance. And 
one of the most pressing concerns \ve 
alt are facing, and one that demands 
our immediate and ongoing attention, 
is coping with the ethical problems of 
conducting international business. 


With that in mind, let me sketch for 


>ou a moment a cloak-and-dagger 
scenario, as a review might say, with 
international overtones. As muffled 
drums and strident chords provide the 
background music, a group of men sit 
down at a table, determining a strate- 
gy for influencing foreign countries to 
advance their cause. Money is no ob- 
ject. Millions ara available. But to 
keep their activities secret, the group 
hides its war chest in a Bahamas 
bank, which obligingly keeps no 
records of deposits or withdrawals. 


As their "agents" crisscross the 


globe, corrupt officials welcome them 
warmly. One bluntly asks for a mil- 
lion-dollar contribution to a political 
organization. This ante is soon upped 
to S3 million. No problem. The money 
is discreetly transferred from a fund 
set up in the hospitable Bahamas 
bank. This and other elusive funds 
pay for a helicopter for a South Amer- 
ican dictator, construction of a beach 
club, and the donation of a two-mil- 
lion-dollar aircraft for a Middle East 
oil monarch. Agents with the prover- 
bial attache cases fly from the Ba- 
hamas to rendezvous secretly with 
other agents, delivering well-laun- 
dered cash in sealed envelopes, only 
to embark on the next Nassau-bound 
plane. 


IS THE END, hosvever, the caper 


collapses. A government investigating 
committee spotlights the scheme. And 
those responsible are exposed, their 
plots displayed for public scrutiny, 
and their reputations ruined. 


An implausible James Bond script? 


An impossible Erie Stanley Gardner 
mystery? Hardly. 


What you have heard is a true story 


about a respected Fortune 500 com- 
pany that practiced exactly the con- 
duct our scenario has described. And 
only a few years ago. I am afraid, 
though, that this "whodunnit" never 
expected to be staged for an audience. 


That "tip of the iceberg" episode is 


one way international business has 
been conducted, and defended, in the

past. And the story, as melodramatic 
as it seems, illustrates to what 
lengths some businesses have gone to 
circumvent laws of this country and 
the many others where they may do 
business. 


RECENTLY I SERVED on a panel 


e x p l o r i n g questionable payments 
abroad. Stanley Sporkin, director o£ 
the division of enforcement of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
served on the panel with me. 


He reported that the SEC had found 


dummy corporations, slush 
funds, 


o v e r-and under-invoicing, mainte- 
nance of two sets of books, and estab- 
lishment of secret bank accounts. 
Payoffs or bribes of one sort or anoth- 
er were commonplace. And many of 
the exploits and schemes uncovered, 
like my example, seemed far more 
appropriate to Grade B gangster mov- 
ies than to businessmen. 


But hearing about these abuses had 


led me to my position that we have no 
alternative to ethical business behav- 
ior if we arc to avoid excessive regu- 
lation and if we are to continue to op- 
erate under the free enterprise sys- 
tem. 


I BELIEVE FIRMLY that business- 


es operating under that system do not 
have to compromise ethical values to 
make a profit. This is despite the ra- 
tionalization of what I regard as a mi- 
nority of businessmen. 


That is not to say that in dealing 


with some governments, companies 
may not encounter temptations and 
opportunities to engage in illegal or 
questionable activities. For example, 
we have been frustrated in our at- 
tempts to gain approval to introduce 
our postage meters in a major over- 
seas market. But that 
frustration 


gives us no license to apply undue in- 
fluence there or anywhere else. And 
our overseas managers do not. By the 
same token, we have informed our 
large dealer organization that we 
would not tolerate efforts by them to 
influence government and business 
customers improperly in the countries 
where they market our products. But 
having a temptation and taking ad- 
vantage of it are, as we all know, two 
very different tilings. 


The arguments for American corpo- 


rations spending millions of dollars in 
political contributions, bribery, pay- 
offs, and so-called "agent's fees" 
have failed to convince me that these 
are morally right, or even necessary 
to the long-term profitability of a 
company. 


It has been argued that these prac- 


tices are necessary to compete with 
foreign business firms and govern- 


ments. It has been argued that many 
of the payments are perfectly legal, in 
a technical sense. I would argue back 
that all such unethical practices have 
a corrosive effect on free markets and 
free trade, which are fundamental to 
the survival of the free enterprise sys- 
tem. They subvert the laws of supply 
and demand, and shortcircuit com- 
petition based on traditional ideas of 
pioduct quality, service and price. 


SOME HAVE HELD out hopes that 


these abuses could be curtailed by in- 
troducing international laws or codes 
of ethics. We can rely on the guide- 
lines ratified just a year ago by the 
Organization for Economic Devel- 
opment. Twenty-three countries have 
signed the OECD voluntary code of 
conduct for multinational enterprises. 


But we cannot depend solely on 


codes of ethics that, when applied in 
an international context, may some- 
times seem too general or specific to 
be practicable. 


We can apply a simple test of our 


own. And that test is whether we are 
willing to expose our actions openly to 
a jury of our peers. If the answer is 
yes, and we are willing to defend our 
actions publicly, they aie probably 
above reproach. 


In past years, many were concerned 


that forcing disclosures and improv- 
ing ethical standards would have an 
adverse effect on American business, 
that freespendmg competitors would 
obtain business that American com- 
panies would lose by adhering to high 
ethical standards. 


A RECENT SURVEY of companies 


declaring "questionable" 
payments 


shows that those fears may have been 
unjustified, as not one of the 25 com- 
panies suiveyed reported losing any 
significant portion of its world busi- 
ness. The survey suggests that if new 
and higher standards do exist, and I 
think they do, they have not hurt the 
business of American corporations 
abroad In fact, a number of firms 
concede that the payoffs may even 
have been unnecessary. 


In the future, I am sure that subter- 


fuge and intrigue will be confined to 
our television sets and novels, not in 
our boardrooms and offices because 
the climate is all right for all of us to 
conduct our business ethically, both 
here and abroad. 


As I said earlier, isolationism is 


plainly impractical in this increas- 
ingly innerdependent world, and only 
with higher standards of self-regu- 
lated business behavior on everyone's 
part will our international markets 
grow and prosper.

U.S. lets poor shift for themselves

WASHINGTON (UPI) - When loot- 


Ing broke out in New York during its 
July 14 blackout, tho ideologues of the 
left and right were quick to pounce on 
It as proof of what they have been 
saying all along. 


From the left came the explanation 


that the tooting in poor black and His- 
panic 
neighborhoods 
was 
an ex- 


pression of rage, a protest against po- 
verty and racism. The cure: jobs and 
decent housing. 


From the right the outbreak was 


seen as the consequences of per- 
missiveness, of coddling criminals 
and handcuffing police. The cure: 
strict law enforcement with the use of 
whatever force is necessary. 


IT MAY BE that there is some truth 


In both of these extremes — that such 
episodes of lawlessness are triggered 
by punks and hoodlums and swelled 
by ordinarily lawabiding people whose 


resentment against their lot is just be- 
low the surface. 


And it certainly seems likely that 


jobs for all who want to work, safe 
and reasonably priced housing and 
even handed law enforcement would 
make city neighborhoods less suscep- 
tible to orgies of smash-and-grab 
thievery. 


But that would be true even if the 


power had never failed in New York, 
and on the basis of the recent record, 
there is discouragingly little evidence 
to indicate that the nation is willing to 
do much about it. 


IN THE 1060's, the government 


"discovered" poverty and declared 
war against it. What took place was a 
lot of swing and not much follow 
through. When the new programs, a 
few of which were dumb ideas to start 
with, did not eliminate poverty imme- 
diately, the public got tired of them 
and the politicians let them wither on 
the vine. 


The government has not abandoned 


its efforts to alleviate poverty. It still 
spends billions of dollars to feed and 
house the poor. But a lot of this is 
going to plug holes — to stave off 
starvation and provide "warehouses" 
for the poor to live in. This is the kind 
of help that does not deal with the 
causes of dependency and makes the 
poor a tempting target for dema- 
gogues and special pleaders looking 
for someone else's budget to cut. 


The real antipoverty program of the 


United Slates is to hope that a pros- 
perous economy will find a productive 
place for all who can work and give 
them the means to help themselves. 
This works for millions of people, in- 
cluding thousands who cannot 
find 


work today, but it still leaves many 
Americans without the means to get 
out of poverty. For them, there is only 
the dole — welfare generation after 
welfare generation.

Australian physicist Stuart Butler 


gave me the paperback book "Ura- 
nium on Mai" when he was here to 
receive a nuclear physics prize from 
the American Physical Society. He 
and two other Australians wrote the 
book, and it hasn't been published in 
the United States yet, but when tall? 
moves to neutron bombs I hastily turn 
to its glossary and definitions. It be- 
gins eloquently, with man's endless 
problem of energy. 


"It is a problem of all countries, all 


continents, all mankind. And the way 
to appreciate this inescapable fact is 
to visualize the planet as it was seen 
by the moon explorers: a softly lit 
globe sweeping through the icy black- 
ness of space at the end of its grav- 
itational tether to the sun, drawing 
from that solar furnace all its life-giv- 
ing energy and losing into space an 
almost identical amount, retaining 
only sufficient energy to maintalin a 
gossamer-thin film of life — a world 
in exquisite balance. And, as far as 
we can see to the beginning as well as 
to the edge of the universe, unique." 


Well put, says the reporter; poetic. 


But let's scale it down a bit — from 
the universe, say, to the atom; how 
try to explain thai? 


"THE REACTION which we call 


fission — splitting the atom," writes 
Stuart Butler, "involves forces whose 
complete 
understanding takes the 


mind to the very limits of knowledge. 
But it is not hard to grasp in a gener- 
al way " 


Not hard, eh? Well, to begin with, 


the atom of any element may be 
thought of as a nucleus of particles, 
"rather like a clump of billiard 
balls." I can visualize that. Around 
the clump is a kind of cloud of other 
particles. The nucleus particles are of 
two kinds, "protons" (positive elec- 
trical charge) and "neutrons" (neu- 
tral electrically). Outside of these, in 
the cloud layer I mentioned, are the 
outer particles, "electrons" (negative 
charge). 


Got that straight? Fine. And here's 


a funny thing. The protons, being of 
similar electrical charge (positive), 
repel each other. Why? Don't ask me. 
They are prevented from flying apart 
only by a stronger attraction — "the 
nuclear binding force (which also 
binds the neutrons) " Why do they do 
that? Physicist Stuart Butler has the 
grace to say, "The nature of this com- 
plicated binding force is mysterious " 
That's theology, not physics. 


SO LET'S summarize Here is this 


nucleus as a kind of "energy prison" 
with the protons trying to escape, car- 
rying the neutrons with them. They 
are coiifined by the "walls" of the 
mysterious 
nuclear 
binding force 


(There's a big charge of energy in 
there ) Atoms of most elements re- 
main stable and the nucleus is inert 


although in some, such as the heavy 
metals, the walls of the prison "leak," 
releasing a trickle of energy. They 
are 'radioactive." 


Heaviest of all elements (mass of 


nucleus) is uranium. There's a slight 
leakage even in uranium and given 
time (a couple of billion, years) it 
would finally settle down to be a per- 
fectly stable element — lead. 


Mankind now has created an even 


heavier element, plutomum. It doesn't 
exist in nature. It's man-made. In the 
1930s physicists discovered that by 
bombarding the uranium nucleus with 
neutrons its tendency to disintegrate 
could be stimulated to the point where 
it split abruptly (fission). It breaks 
into two lighter nuclei and also emits 
two or three neutrons. 


The mass of the two new nuclei, 


plus the released neutrons, still does 
not quite equal the mass of the origi- 
nal uranium nucleus. Puzzle; where's 
the missing mass gone? It is trans- 
formed into energy. That's according 
to the Einstein theory that mass and 
energy are different forms of the 
same thing, and interchangeable! 


Final thought: Uranus was the an- 


cient Greek god of the sky — benefi- 
cent. Pluto was the god of the under- 
world — dreaded by all. Which of the 
two will man follow in this new ex- 
ploiation?

Bell employes 
vote to strike 


Half a million telephone workers voted by a 6-1 margin to go on 


strike Aug. 6 if negotiators fail to reach a new contract with the 
Bell telephone system, the Communications Workers of America 
said Monday. CWA President Glenn Watts said the strike would be 
the first "true national telephone strike since 1947 — and a study 
commissioned by the union this year indicated that the impact on 
communities across the country would be severe." The strike vote 
was conducted by secret ballot this month at CWA local meetings 
and announced at a CWA board meeting. "We want a settlement, 
not a strike," Watts said. "But the situation is very serious and it's 
getting very late."

Merchandise at two Northwest suburban Robert Hall stores will 


be included in the Aug. 2-5 auction in New York. The Robert Hall 
store at 1507 Rand Rd., Des Plaines, and the Robert Hall Village 
store at 2300 W. Higgins Rd., Hoffman Estates, are among 367 
stores In 36 states that will bo affected by the sale. The parent 
firm, United Merchants & Manufacturers, New York, is in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings under Chapter li of the Bankruptcy Act. 
United Merchants & Manufacturers said Monday it had received 
final approval for sale of its subsidiary, United Factors, to Cro- 
cker National Bank of Los Angeles. The approval was granted by 
a federal bankruptcy referee, who directed Crocker to advance $15 
million at once to pay United Factors' more urgent debts. United 
Factors was covered in United Merchants' petition under Chapter 
It of the- Bankruptcy Act earlier this month, but when the Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commission last week asked the court to shift 
the bankruptcy to the more stringent Chapter 10 procedure, it 
exempted United Factors from the request. 


Oil price controls 'ineffective' 
An Independent task force reported Monday the government has 


failed to make major oil companies comply with its pricing regu- 
lations, leaving perhaps billions of dollars in overcharges unde- 
tected or unpunished. The task force, formed May 13 by federal 
energy administrator John p'Leary, said FEA regulatory com- 
pliance efforts have been "ineffective" since the 1973-74 oil em- 
bargo. It recommended a major overhaul to correct the situation 
as soon as possible. Task force chief Stanley Sporkin, who usually 
is director of enforcement for the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, recommended that a special team of auditors and law- 
yers be formed to investigate the 15 largest oil refiners for over- 
charges and pricing rule violations. Ho said putting the emphasis 
on the IS biggest refiners would yield the largest return because 
those companies, which were not named, handle 70 per cent of the 
dollar volume of the entire industry.

AMF, Inc.. said Monday it has entered the domestic moped 


market with a motorized bicycle to be manufactured at Olney, III., 
and to be marketed starting in March. The moped market in the 
United States presently is dominated by European vehicles.

The Municipal Assistance Corp. Monday proposed an exchange 


of $2.5 billion in old MAC bonds and New York City notes held by 
banks and labor unions for new, long-term MAC bonds. The refi- 
nancing plan, which MAC officials said has the approval of the 
major banks and union pension funds, will eliminate the last of the 
$3,5 billion in city notes outstanding in April 1975, when the se- 
riousness of New York's fiscal crisis first became apparent. As- 
sistant U.S. Treasury Sec. Roger Altman said the bond exchange 
was a "major step" in returning the city's fiscal credibility, and 
said New York could be back in the public bond market by mid- 
September.

The oil 
g i a n t ' s second-quarter earnings 
dipped to $1.28 a share from $1.33 a 
year ago. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


which climbed 1.64 points Friday en- 
route to a 17.47-point advance last 


week, plunged 9.18 points to 914.24.

License accountants to reduce 
corporate fraud, expert urges 


by MAKY TOBIN 


NEW YORK — Licensing of man- 


agement accountants would do much 
to reduce fraudulent juggling of cor- 
porate accounts, a practice more 
prevalent than indicated by the cases 
which come to public attention, 'Says 
Robert Half, a specialist in accounting 
personnel placement. 


As president of Robert Half Person- 


nel Agencies Inc., he testified recently 
before a congressional subcommittee 
investigating accounting and auditing 
practices. 


In an interview he said manage- 


ment-directed juggling of figures by 
company accountants in publicly held 
firms is far more widespread than 
"the few cases of out and out fraud 
that come to light." 


THE PRACTICE is most prevalent 


during periods of economic recession, 
he said,,and "often rights itself when 
business improves — somewhat like 
the embezzler who is able to repay 
what he- 'borrowed' before he is 
caught." 


- "But the fact is that these practices 
still constitute a fraud on the stock- 
holders, banks who lend money to the 
company, and to the general public 
which often ends up paying for the 
company's losses," Half said. 


Licensing would "prevent, say, a 


dishonest controller fired from one 
company 
for 
fraudulent 
practices 


from obtaining a position at a similar 
level of responsibility." 


"It also would give the honest ac- 


countant, who might be under terrific 
pressure from fear of losing his job, a 


weapon to use in his refusal to agree 
to management requests to juggle fig- 
ures." 


He tells the story of an accountant 


he had placed with a publicly held 
company "who was fired within a few 
months for refusing to alter figures to 
show the company in a better finan- 
cial position than it was." 


HALF SAID it took several months 


to place the middle-aged family man 
with another firm after taking a cal- 
culated risk in telling the company 
why he had been fired — "his honesty 
could have prevented him from get- 
ting the job," 


The first firm, Half said, "reported 


a good profit for the next quarter, so I 
assume management found someone 
who would do what it wanted." 


Computer threatens the big money boys 


NEW YORK — The biggest threat 


to Wall Street's biggest money boys 
right now is not a bull or a bear, or 
even a jackass: it is, of all things, a 
computer. 


What, you might well ask, could a 


puny little computer do to these titans 
of finance who routinely invest mil- 
lions — sometimes even billions — in 
pension funds and other large assets? 


It could replace them. 
It could take away the very where- 


withal that keeps our nation's in- 
stitutional investors out of the poor- 
house. It could prevent them from 
making the payments on their cabin 
cruisers. It could force them to cancel 
plans for the backyard tennis court. It 
could turn the Christmas bonus into a 
pink slip. 


And how could a measly-computer 


perform these feats against the mig- 
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htiest brains of Wall Street? By dem- 
onstrating that they were unnecessary 
— that they were even counter-pro- 
ductive. 


WHAT HAS BROUGHT on this in- 


cipient case of the vapors is the grow- 
ing attention being paid Lo "index 
funds," which are the result of a sort 
of double computerization. First the 
computers came up with the embar- 
rassing news that the average profes- 
sional investor didn't produce even 
average results in the last decade; an 
astounding 85 to 90 per cent of profes- 
sionally run portfolios were reported 
to have done less well than the Stan- 
dard & Poor's 500-stock index. Then 
came suggestions that it might be bet- 
ter to fire the highly paid strategists 
and just let a computer "index" your 
holdings so that they precisely match 
the S&P 500. That way you would be 
sure to do average, because you 
would be the average. 


Up to now the indexers have had 


most of the running, aided by such 
academic thoreticians as Paul Sam- 
uelson, who thinks nobody can con- 
sistently outsmart the market and 
that we therefore ought to think not of 
beating it, but of joining it. Now, how- 
ever, the anti-indexers are beginning 
to strike back.

Anchoring welcome change for Craig 


Don Craig came out ot the cross-fire on the Leba- 


nese front to anchor weekend news in Chicago on 
WMAQ-TV, Channel 5. 


He had tired after nine months of covering the 


Middle-East-Lebanese War as an NBC correspondent 
although curiosity had attracted him to the assign- 
ment. "I had always wondered what war was really 
like," said Craig, 30. 


Covering what turned out to be one of the "crue- 


lest" and "most vengeful" wars that veteran news- 
men had ever seen became not only dangerous, but 
trying — mentally and physically. 


CRAIG'S MOVE to Chicago last November started 


out more like a vacation and has materialized into 
an important, enjoyable change in the bachelor's 
life. 


"I was getting tired of the war. The living condi- 


tions there were terrible. At times there was no elec- 
tricity and there were weeks when there was no run- 
ning water," he said. 


"The war works on your mind after a while. Some 


correspondents there had seen Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia and other wars, while this was my first war. 
They said the Lebanese War was the crudest — the 
worst they had ever seen," Craig said. "The hatred 
of that war tended to give poeple a cynical attitude 
toward mankind and feeling that creeping up on me ' 
Is what probably bothered me the most." 


The war was nothing like anything he had seen at 


home In Fort Worth, Tex. Craig had seen a lot dur- 
ing his- youth. He was born in Cleveland, but his 
family moved south while he was young. 


He had put in nearly two years of pre-med study 


at the University of Texas before dropping out and 
going to work for a newspaper. 


THERE WAS A two year stint in the U.S. Navy, 


and nearly two years of free-lance photography work 
in Spain followed by another year of work as an 
audio visual producer in France. 


His vastly varied career finally landed Craig a 


week night news anchoring job for a General Elec- 
tric-owned television station in Schenectady, N.Y. 


NBC snatched Craig from that job after two years, 


gave him a six-week tour of their Eastern news bu- 
reau, a week of overseas orientation in London and 
put him on a plane to Beirut in February 1976 to 
cover the Middle East War "where news correspond- 
ents were not preoccupied with the thought of dying, 
they just figured whatever happened would be fate," 
Craig said. 


"The first morning we were up in the mountains 


where there was an important battle going on. My- 
self and a film crew were given heavy, protective 
jackets to wear and were escorted to where the close 
fire was going on," he said. 


THE MORTAR FIRE and shelling increased. 


Shells hit as close as 20 yards away, showering the 
crew with loose dirt and rocks. "Wo could feel a 
blast of air with each explosion," Craig said. 


More shocking than being caught in cross fire 


while working to send the news of the war home was 
the assassination of a U.S. ambassador and his eco- 
nomic aide during Craig's nine-month stay. "The 
fact that these people would be hauled off and exe- 
cuted was shocking not only to the news people there 
but the street people as well," he said. 


There were instances when troops of the opposing 


factions could be standing at attention before the 
palace gates in Beruit during crucial negotiations 
and the least action out of turn or insulting word 


could set off a massacre dn the streets, he said. 


"I feel strongly after that experience that wars 


need to be reported on television. The reporting of 
wars like Vietnam helped bring television into its 
own and helped bring about opposition to the war," 
Craig said. 


"WHEN PEOPLE ARE isolated from what their 


government is involved in, they don't care. But when 
pictures are brought into their living room, they sud- 
denly understand what is going on," he said. 


"I think this needs to be said, however. I IMnk 


television often presented pictures, in the case of the 
Lebanese War, only for the sake of gratuitous vio- 
lence. They were films of battles that weren't crucial 
to the outcome of the war — just bloody, and we 
were under pressure by the network to come up with 
stories every day," Craig said. But he said his cov- 
erage was well balanced with necessary and humani- 
tarian reporting. 


Craig says he is pleased with his assignment in 


Chicago and that he would like to assume more an- 
choring responsibilities at the news station. WMAQ 
still ranks thdrd in the city, but it is rebuilding and 
making slow but steady progress in the ratings. 


Craig has been well received by weekend news 


audiences. The 'ratings • for WMAQ-TV's weekend 
newscasts have been increasing and there have been 
favorable comments on his anchoring of the weekday 
newscasts in the absence of Ron Hunter or Maury 
Povich. 


WITH POVICII SAYING he wants to leave the sta- 


tion for bigger and better things, it wouldn't be sur- 
prising if Craig eventually got that chance at ex- 
panded anchoring chores. 


"The chance to do both reporting and anchoring 


now has its advantages, though. My visibility as an 
anchor allows me more respect and cooperation as a 
reporter on the street. By reporting, I stay in touch 
with what's going on," he said. 


The fierce competition between news shops in Chi- 


cago is exuberating, not intimidating to Craig. 


"There are plenty of good news anchors and re- 


porters in this town. My main objective is to present 
the news accurately and in plain, understandable 
English — to be relaxed and friendly without sinking 
into banality," he said. 


"I'm not too concerned with ratings. If it's a good 


news show, people will come around to it. I just try 
to do the best I can."

ABC has given WLS-TV, Channel 7 in Chicago, per- 


mission to aii- its controversial new comedy "Soap" 
an hour later than the rest of the country. The show, 
which thrives on sex and sarcasm, and has been 
labeled an "adult comedy," will air at 9:30 p.m. 
Tuesdays beginning Sept. 13. Station manager Phil 
Boyer decided to air "Soap" an hour later Can option 
offered only to stations in central standard time) 
because "I have the responsibility ... to see that a 
series like this is on during an 'adult' tune period," 
he said. 


Boycr said "Soap" is the kind of innovative pro- 


gramming that TV should introduce to viewers. But, 
the key words to remember is that 'Soap' is in- 
novative comedy — and adult. Boyer's decision 
comes on the heels of his talks with the Rev. Donald 
Wildom, head of the National Federation for Decen- 
cy. The- group demonstrated outside WLS-TV and 10 
other ABC-affiliated stations last week to protest 
"Soap."

The doctor says 


Frequent confusion 


about hypoglycemia 


My doctor has suggested that I limit desserts and carbohydrates 


and have some protein mid-morning and mid-afternoon. A blood 
sugar test two hours after breakfast was 60, normal being GO to 
110. 


Mow many grams of carbohydrates per day should I have to 


consider that a low-carbohydrate diet? Also, how much protein 
should I have per day? 


Is there any way to detect the difference between a headache 


caused by hJ'poglycemla and all the other reasons for having a 
headache? 


Let me point out at once that the definition of the normal range 


for blood glucose is wrong. 


A large number of normal people have values below 60. In an 


excellent article in the New England Journal of Medicine (Volume 
291, page 90S, 1974), doctors found 23 per cent of a normal popu- 
lation had values below 50. Many healthy people with no symp- 
toms had values as low as 35. A similar result was found by 
Fitzsimons Army Medical Center (Journal of American Medical 
Assoc. September 22, 1975). This is important because too many 
people get a diagnosis of hypoglycemia because a low blood glu- 
cose level is found on a blood test. 


The only way a diagnosis of hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) can 


be justified is by observing both the low blood sugar level and the 
symptoms occurring together. The symptoms attributed to low 
blood sugar can be caused by many things and the low blood 
levels can occur in perfectly normal people. For more information 
1 am sending you The Health Letter number 3-9, Low Blood Sugar: 
Hypoglycemia. Others who want this information can send 50 cents 
with a long, stamped, self-addressed tnvelope for it to P.O. Box 
1551, Radio City Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. This issue will also 
give you more detailed information on a proper diet for those who 
really need a diet for that purpose. 


HEADACHES CAN be caused by a list of things as long as your 


arm. I would not think it was caused by hypoglycemia unless there 
were some other symptoms of hypoglycemia at the time of low 
blood sugar levels. And I would want a level below 50. 


And I don't agree with eliminating all your carbohydrates or 


most of them. You might do belter to eliminate concentrated 
sweets and I'm sure that is what your doctor meant, Carbohy- 
drates include all your cereal group of basic foods, your fruits and 
vegetables. These are all important sources of vitamins and min- 
erals in your diet. Milk also is a major source of carbohydrate. 
You should be able to eat all the leafy salad vegetables and could 
eat raw fruits and vegetables. Eating a 333-gram raw apple which 
contains 50 grams of glucose will not alter the blood glucose level. 
Why? Because it is absorbed slowly. I think at a minimum you 
should try to get 100 grams of carbohydrates a day. 


It is true that some people eat too many carbohydrates for 


breakfast. Switching the evening meal to morning and vice versa 
may help. You should avoid coffee, alcohol and cigarets. You may 
need to taper off on coffee if you use a lot or you may have 
withdrawal headaches.

I hope I've found a solution in an inexpensive and inge- 
niously simple rubber stopper bought at the super market. 


After a few weeks' trial, I'm pleased with its effectiveness. It 


looks like an ordinary suction stopper, except that it has a 
screened, raised, center section that'll fit over most lift-or-lower 
sink stoppers. 


The screen is fine enough to trap even fine hair, so it means a 


little more work for me. As it traps soap scrum, too — which is 
also pesty to drains — it needs daily brushing off into a waste- 
basket. Fingers will do; a discarded stiff toothbrush will do better. 


An unexpected bonus: Because the screen is so fine, water back- 


up results more quickly. Showers and shampoos are much shorter 
these days. I expect to save in water usage and water heater 
costs, too.

She's won more than 1,000 prizes 
Queen of contests reveals secret

Compulsive coupon clippers and 


contest-enterers should heed the ad- 
vice of a woman who's made an art of 
winning contests. 


Be persistent and depend more on 


pluckiness than luck, advises the con- 
testing pro. She says almost anyone 
willing to work seriously at contesting 
can develop winning techniques. 


Eighty-one-year-old Mary Garner, a 


Cincinnati native who now lives in 
Florida, has won more than 1,000 con- 
test prizes in the past 20 years. 


She's won 13 color television sets, 


more than $5,000 in cash, a $2,500 
boat, toasters, wall-to-wall carpeting, 
roller skates, world-wide vacation 
trips, rent for a year, 66 cans of dog 
food, and more. 


SHE GIVES sway most of her win- 


nings to her two sons, their children 
or her friends. 


"I won a trip to Paris, France, 


which I gave to my son and his wife," 
she said. "They hadn't been married 
long. That was from Virginia Slims," 
said Mrs. Garner, who has entered as 
many as 500 contests a year. 


"I won a trip to Jamaica in a 


sweepstakes, andl won a trip not long 
ago to Disney World. I won one to 
Hawaii once and carpeting for my 
son's home in Pittsburgh. 


"I've won many television sets, 


washers and dryers, electric stoves 
and bicycles. You name it and I've 
won it — everything but a house," she 
said. 


MRS. GARNER started entering 


contests years ago as a hobby and 
now it's almost a full-time occupation 
for the Glendale-born widow. 


She publishes a monthly contest bul- 


letin sent to more than 1,000 readers. 
She travels around the country to con- 
testing conventions and club meet- 
ings. 


The National Contcsters Association 


are a group of people whose hobby is 
winning contest money and prizes. 
They work hard at it by learning an- 
gles which most casual entrants don't 
know. They meet to exchange ideas, 
experiences and information on the 
contest circuit. 


The contests Mrs. Garner enjoys 


most are those requiring creativity — 
writing a slogan, jingle or essay, usu- 
ally about a home or consumer prod- 
uct or creating a recipe. 


SHE LOOKS disdainfully, however, 


at sweepstakes, even though she has

entered many of them and won some. 
The difference between a contest and 
sweepstakes is that a contest involves 
skill; sweepstakes winners, are ran- 
domly selected. 


"In the good old days, you used to 


be able to fill in a word, create a slo- 
gan or write something. It was more 
fun to win something that you felt you 


had actually earned," she said. 


"But when you enter a sweepstakes, 


you take your name and throw it in a 
box," she lamented, leaving most o£ 
your fate to luck. 


With years of successful contesting 


experience behind her, Mrs. Garner 
said her secret to success is a mixture 
of common sense, knowledge of the 


English language and mastery of 
some basic skills about contesting. 


"THE SECRET is writing what the 


contest sponsors want to hear," said 
Mrs. Garner. "Use plain, everyday 
English . . . tell them something to 
make them happy. If I can't say 
something nice about them, I won't 
write it," she said. She made a soap 
company happy enough to give her 
$100 for a jingle that said: "I'm glad I 
use Dial — For it's my contention — 
There's truth in the adage — 'An 
ounce of prevention .. .' " 


If it's a stall contest requiring writ- 


ing, said Mrs. Garner, "I am going to 
buy it (the product) and use it so I 
can find out something about it," she 
said. She does not buy products in- 
volved in sweepstakes contests. 


Mrs. Garner said recipe contests 


are "the big thing right now." She ad- 
mits she doesn't enjoy cooking and 
"makes up" recipes. She once won 
$50 from Laides Home Journal in a 
recipe contest. 


MRS. GARNER has kept at her 


contesting hobby for many years be- 
cause she said it keeps her mind alert 
and it has "paid off." 


Right now, she has "sworn off" en- 


tering sweepstakes. How long will 
that last? 


"Probably another week or two," 


she admitted. Such "swearings off" 
usually don't last long, she said. 


"You don't win for a month; then 


you swear off, like an alcoholic. Then 
you get a prize," she said, "and 
you're right at it again!"

10 tips on how to win 


1. Constantly scout our contests. 


W o m e n ' s magazines, newspapers, 
grocery shelves (on boxes and car- 
tons) and contest newsletters are good 
sources. 


2. Enter on time. Note the contest 


deadline and the required post-mark 
date. Missing this gets you dis- 
qualified right off the bat. 


3. Follow the rules exactly. If the 


directions say send entries on a three- 
by-five card, don't vary the size. Use 
only original entry blanks, never 
copies. They're almost always ban- 
ned. Don't type if it says print. 


4. When writing slogans, or jingles, 


say what the sponsors want to hear. 
Study the product you're writing 
about. Buy it, if possible. Use it. 
Analyze its advertisements. Study its 
label. Then emphasize its selling 
points in your entry. 


5. If possible, study past contest win- 


ning jingles and slogans. Some spon- 
sors want sincerity; others clever- 
ness. 


6. Keep the writing simple. Always 


use correct English. 


7. Puns, analogies and word plays 


often help catch judges' attention.

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\o laughs in 
Cub 'laugher'

If ever the Cubs needed a moment 


to roll over and play dead the rest of 
the season, leaving first place to who- 
ever wanted it, they had one Monday 
at Wrigley Field. 


Blowing a seven-run lead in one in- 


ning, the Cubs could have lost and 
gone home to wake up this morning in 
second place. 


But the Cubs rebounded after Hous- 


ton's volcanic eighth inning had tied 
the score at 7-7 as Larry Biittner 
slugged a two-run homer in the bot- 
tom of the eighth to give the home 
team a 9-7 win. 


THE VICTORY NOT only preserved 


the Cubs' slim margin ahead of Phila- 
delphia, but it also proved the unpre- 
dictable Cubs were not about to fold 
— even though the signs of impending 
doom had been sown the day before 
when Houston swept a doubleheader. 


"That's the kind of ball club we 


are,", Biittner, the hero of the day, 
said afterward. "We just keep coming 
back, and we don't get down on any- 
one." 


Blittner's line-drive homer to right, 


delivered against an 18 mile per hour 
wind from the north, was his eighth of 
the season -- one more than he hit in 
his entire major league career until 
this year. 


"What can I say?" he said. "I'm 


not doing anything differently. I'm not 
trying to hit them out. All I'm trying 
to do is just hit line drives. 


"I hit this one pretty well," he said. 


"But I wasn't sure if it was out. The 
wind can do strange things to the ball 
here. I just ran ss hard as I could 
until I was certain it was gone." 


THE BLAST, WITH George Mitter- 


wald on base, off Astro reliever Mark 
Lemongello, helped Willie Hernandez 
pick up his fourth win in seven deci- 
sions. But he. Paul Reuschel and 
starter Bill Bonham were not particu- 
larly effective, 


Bonham cruised through six effort- 


less innings, holding the Astros score- 
less on a meager diet of two hits. But 
in the eighth he was unable to get any 
farther than the first out, as first he, 
then Reuschel and then Hernandez 
struggled to put the Houston rally 
down.

"He did that wih two strikes on the 
batter!" 


Cedeno's gamble paid off, as Her- 


nandez' pitch bounced in front of the 
plate and rolled past Mittenvald to 
the backstop. 


"It was tough to be leading 7-0 and 


then watch what happened," Franks 
said. "When they get seven, it gives 
them life. It takes everything out of 
us.

best against notrump unless you hold 
one of the four top honors is not always 
successful. Today's hand decided an 
important IMP match. The bidding 
went the same way at both tables and 
each West player decided to open a 
spade. 


At table one the lead was the old- 


fashioned deuce from a four-card suit. 
Declarer rose with dummy's king and 
]ost the club finesse. West led back a 
club. Declarer knocked out the ace of 
diamonds and got another club led back 
at him.

WHAT ARE CONTACT LENSES 


MADE FROM? 


Some people can wear contact lenses 


while others are unable to do so. For the 
most part, however, personal prefer- 
ence and the doctor's opinion determine 
whether a person with weak eyes se- 
lects regular glasses or contact lenses' 
Some doctors report, for example, that 
persons having had cataracts removed 
can see much better with contact lenses 
than with ordinary glasses. 


Not too long ago contact lenses were 


the size of quarters and were made out 
of glass that was especially'molded.to 
fit the entire white part of the eye as 
well as the cornea. A special fluid was 
necessary for use between the lens and 
the eye 


In 1971 something new came out in 


the contact lens field: a soft lens that 
was made of porous liquid-absorbing 
plastic. The lenses are as soft and flexi- 
ble as the tissues of the eye and are 
comfortable to wear. 


Contact lenses today are no larger 


than your little fingernail,. Each lens 
actually floats on a thin layer of tears 
on the surface of the eye's cornea. The 
cornea is that clear part of the eyeball 
in front ot the pupil. 


Most ordinary eyeglasses reduce the 


size of an object nearsighted people see 
and sometimes distort side vision. Most 
contact 
lenses, 
however, 
produce 


normal-si/.ed images and make no dis- 
tortion of side vision. 


Some people are bothered by a condi- 


tion called keratoconus, a condition 
where the cornea of the eye bulges out 
at the center and creates blurred 
images. Ordinary glasses do not seem 
to correct this condition, yet wearers of 
contact lenses seem to have noi mal 
vision. 


The cost of contact lenses seems to be 


higher than for ordinary eyeglasses m 
most cases. But wearers report there 
are a number of advantages that make 
the price worthwhile. In cold weather 
there is no fogging over of contact 
lenses and contact lenses do not have to 
be changed as often as regular glasses. 


Many athletes have discovered they 


can wear contact lenses while engaging 
in sports activities and they do not risk 
possible injury that sometimes results 
from wearing ordinary glasses. 


Contact lenses, it seems, are right for 


certain people while ordinary eye- 
glasses are best for others.

WHY DOES A SNAKE STICK OUT 


ITS TONGUE? 


Snakes have forked tongues that are 


long and slender. Every few seconds 
the tongue appears at the mouth's 
opening and after darting around for a 
few seconds, it returns to the mouth. 
Several seconds later the entire opera- 
tion is repeated. 


Did you think a snake can sting with 


its tongue? Many people believe this.'but 
such is not the case. The tongue actual- 
ly is harmless. The flicking movement 
is made as part of the snake's organ of 
touch. The tongue also is used to pick up 
particles and put them into tiny cavities 
in the roof of the mouth linked with the 
snake's sense of smell. By picking up 
the particles, the tongue helps the 
snake to smell.

Jury deliberates 
1 hour in killing

Marrion Logan was found guilty 


Monday of murdering PhylUs' Ander- 
son as she. her husband and three 
children sat in their stalled car on 
Chicago's South Side last year. 


A seven-man, 
five-woman 
Jury 


handed down the verdict before a 
hushed courtroom after one hour of 
deliberation. 


"I'm relieved it's all over," said 


Leo Anderson, 986 Cambridge Dr., 
Buffalo Grove, after the verdict. "It's 
finally done," 


THE 31-YEAR-OLD Chicago iron- 


worker also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated as- 
sault for •wounding Leo Anderson, 
June 13, 1976, after the family's car 
had been forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway by heavy rains and stalled 
In a flooded viaduct on 69th Street and 
Harvard Avenue. 


Logan, who was part of a rock- 


throwing gang of black youths that at- 
tacked the Andersons' car demanding 
$10, fired "four or five" shots into the 
vhicle, striking Mrs. Anderson, 51, in 
the head and Anderson, 52, in the 
neck, according to testimony. 


As the verdict was read, Anderson 


smiled and leaned forward in his 
chair. One of his six children, Eliza- 
beth, 17, wept. 


Logan bowed his head, holding the 


same emotionless expression he did 
throughout most of the trial. Logan's 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams, 22, of 
Chicago breathed a sigh of dismay 
when Judge James M. Bailey read the 
verdict. 


Logan will be sentenced Sept. 6 in 


Judge Bailey's courtroom in the Cook 
County Criminal Court Building, 26th 
Street and California Avenue, Chi- 
cago. He faces a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment.

MARRION LOGAN 


DURING CLOSING arguments, Lo- 


gan's attorney, Irwin Frazin, told the 
jury evidence against Logan was 
"sketchy and shaded by circum- 
stantial doubt." Frazin said Logan 
was a victim of a "pushed-up case 
by pressured policemen" and was not 
guilty of the charges against him. 


"Chicago police planted the gun belt 


used as evidence against him (Lo- 
gan), in his basement before his ar- 
rest to make it look like it belonged to 
him," Frazm said. 


Frazin also criticized Chicago police 


for not searching more thoroughly for 
the murder weapon, a ,45-caliber pis- 
tol. The gun was never found. 


Frazin said police later "fabricated 


the lineup by dressing Logan in the 
same clothes which previously had 
been identified by five witnesses, in- 
cluding Anderson and his daughter, 
Elizabeth, as seen on the murderer 
when he committed the crime." 


Frazin also said Anderson and 


Elizabeth could not have positively 
identified the killer because "every- 
thing happened too fast." 


"THEY WOULD HAVE been look- 


ing at flashes of the gun rather than 
the face of the killer," Frazin said. 


However, Assistant State's Atty. 


Harry Wilson said, "the conformity 
and clarity of the witnesses' testi- 
mony prove Logan's guilt." Wilson 
said many of the statements by the 
five key witnesses who said they saw 
or heard the shooting, were "in per- 
fect tune as far as specific and con- 
forming details are concerned. 


"And the most conclusive state- 


ments came in the positive identi- 
fications of Logan," he said. 


Wilson said the Chicago police did 


not fabricate the lineup. Instead, he 
said the police set up the lineup in a 
way which allowed witnesses to iden- 
tify Logan as he stood near other per- 
sons with similar height and facial 
characteristics. 


Wilson called Logan a hoodlum and 


brutal killer, strikingly different from 
Frazin's description of Logan as a 
"good Samaritan" who tried to stop 
other black youths who were throwing 
rocks at the stalled cars. 


"Police wouldn't let a bloody mur- 


derer like Logan run loose on the 
streets." Wilson said. "They made 
sure they had the killer in that lineup. 


"And Leo Anderson would not com- 


pound the tragedy of the incident by 
misidentifying the killer of his wife," 
Wilson said.

Tension for family ebbs

The tension and' anxiety is begin- 


ning to fade at the Leo Anderson 
home in Buffalo Grove, but Ander- 
son's daughter, Kate O'Hara, admit- 
ted Monday night "things will never 
be quite normal here again." 


The conviction Monday of Marrion 


Logan, in the murder of Anderson's 
51-year-old wife, Phyllis, last year, 
has ended 12 months of tension and 
anxiety for Anderson and his family. 


"We're all relieved it's over. It's 


been pretty rough, but it's done," 
Mrs. O'Hara said. 


ANDERSON 
DID 
not feel like 


speaking to reporters late Monday, 
but Mrs. O'Hara said he is feeling 


"pretty good" and has handled him- 
self well during the last few days of 
testimony in court. 


"We had a pretty good idea of what 


was going to happen in court. We as- 
sumed he would be found guilty. It 
would have been a big shock lo all of 
us if he (Logan) hadn't," she said. 


Before his arrest for the June 13, 


1976, murder, Logan was living in the 
69th Street, Chicago, home of his 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams and her 
uncle, Joseph Rogers, and Rogers' 
sister-in-law, Carol Franklin. 


After the trial, Rogers said he was 


almost convinced Logan was guilty. 


"There were so many witnesses 


against him it seems he did it," Ro- 
gers said. "Nobody just jumps up and 


kills somebody. I've got to lean to- 
ward the jury.

THE HENRICH HOUSE, 1301 Ash- 


land Ave., is the only housing project 


designed for senior citizens in Des 
Plaines. It now has a waiting list of 72 
eligible Des Plaines residents and 
over 300 nonresidents who hope to be 
admitted. 


Cook County Housing Authority offi- 


cials, who administer the project with 
federal funds, estimate it will take 
from eight to 10 years for Des Plaines 
residents who apply today to be ad- 
mitted. For this reason, Meyer said 


he feels there is. a more pressing need 
for low-income housing. 


"I do know there is a need for more 


low-income housing. The need' for 
middle-income housing is rather in- 
determinate. I think we're going to 
move ahead on the low end of the fi- 
nancial scale,'' Meyer said.

Egypt, Libya agree to plan 
to end border fight: Arafat

Palestinian guerrilla chief Yasser 


Arafat said Monday both Egypt and 
Libya have agreed to a cease-fire pro- 
posal to end their border war. Reports 
from Cairo and Tripoli said the desert 
fighting had ended, and Arab leaders 
appealed to both sides to save their 
blood for future battles with Israel. 


Egypt said its troops, who were at- 


tacking the Jaghboub oasis 150 miles 
south of the Mediterranean at the mo- 
ment President Anwar Sadat an- 


nounced the.cease-fire, broke off the 
final battle at once Sunday night. 


•"The fighting seems to have 


stopped, at least for the time being," 
Libya's ambassador to London said at 
midday Monday. He said his embassy 
had receivtd "no formal notification 
from Tripoli of a ceasefire, but there 
were no new battle reports to discount 
it, 


> LIBYA'S NEWS agency muted its 
fiery communiques 'that had claimed 
a series of victories but reported "our 


popular forces managed to repel and 
annihilate the invading forces"'to the 
last. 


There was no complete toll of dam- 


age and casualities from the six days 
of fighting. Libya complained to the 
U.N. Security Council that Egyptian 
air raids caused "a great loss of life 
among innocent civilians." . 


"Hospitals and schools have also 


been destroyed," Libya's Foreign 
Minister Ai said in a letter reporting

plans for fixing 
school buildings 


Proposals for extensive improve- 


ments to the eight buildings in High 
School Dist. 214 were unveiled Mon- 
day night by a committee of six ad- 
ministrators. 


Proposals made to the High School 


Dist. 214 Board of Education call for 
extensive changes at Arlington High 
School, the district's oldest building 
and Forest View High School. 


Swimming pools also were proposed 


as first priority improvements at 
Prospect, Elk Grove, Hersey, Forest 
View and Rolling Meadows. 


Making the improvements would 


satisfy the complaints of Elk Grove 
Township unit district supporters, who 
charged that the southern end of the 
district was being slighted by 'Dist, 
214 because neither Forest View nor 
Elk Grove high schools has a pool. 
Unit district supporters said that For- 
est View did not have the same level 
of facilities as other schools. 


Eventually voters will have to de- 


cide whether they want to finance the 
improvements by approving a bond 
referendum that board Pres. John 
Costcllo estimates could be as mucn 
as $30 million. 


Assistant Supt. Rod McLennan, 


committee chairman, said the com- 
mittee does not have specific cost es- 
timates on each improvement and will 
need another month to determine its 
final recommendations after balanc- 
ing costs against needs. 


The priority recommendations of 


the committee for each school are: 


• ARLINGTON 
HIGH 
SCHOOL: 


The Improvements involve so much 
reconstruction that ail of it has been 
termed first priority. The core of the 
school. 502 Euclid Ave., Arlington 
Heights, would be razed and a field- 
house would be put in the boiler area. 
The circle drive in front of the school 
would be eliminated by the construc- 
tion of a two-story academic addition. 
A 600-seat theater would be added. 


• PROSPECT 
HIGH 
SCHOOL: 


First priority would be a pool built 
between the tennis courts and the 
fietdhouse. A sports addition would 
contain a weight training room, a 
girls dance room, offices and stor- 
age space. 


Second priority would be a three- 


story addition on the front of the 


school, 801 W. Kensington Rd,, Mount 
Prospect, that would eliminate the 
problem of students 'having to walk 
through the second-floor library to get 
to another part of the building. This 
would enlarge the library and provide 
more room for offices now located in 
empty elevator* wells. Also second 
priority are a stage construction room 
and expansion of the art department. 


• FOREST VIEW HIGH SCHOOL: 


First priority would be a fine arts 
complex about 200 by 200 square feet 
jutting out from the A building. A the- 
ater with a balcony would seat 1,200 
people. The complex would have mu- 
sic and orchestra rooms as well as an 
art area. First priority also was given 
to a fieldhouse possibly located near 
the present gym, as well as a swim- 
ming pool between the gym and park 
district tennis courts and a cafeteria 
expansion program. 


Second priority was given to an ad- 


dition that would increase the library, 
counseling and administrative space 
at the school, 2121 S. Goebbe'rt Rd., 
Arlington Heights. 


• WHEELING 
HIGH 
SCHOOL: 


First priority was given to a southern 
addition required because of the 
heavy demands from both girls and 
boys physical education and a power 
mechanics addition. 


Second priority improvements are a 


northern addition that would extend 
the library and eliminate the problem 
of students having to walk through it 
to reach another part of the building 
at 900 S. Elmhurst Rd., Wheeling. 
Also planned is a second floor addi- 
tion in the front of the building for the 
music department 
which is now 


housed in the first floor; and small 
east and west academic wings. 


• ELK GROVE HIGH SCHOOL: 


First priority is a swimming pool in 
front of the building at 500 Elk Grove 
Blvd., Elk Grove Village. A multipur- 
pose physcial education facility also 
was ranked a first priority need, 
along with a new power mechanics 
room and an art department ex- 
pansion. 


Second priority was given to an en- 


larged parking lot at the rear and an 
expanded career resources center, 
and a special education facility.

be a plumber. 


Jill Bober enjoys the outdoors and 


says she's learning a lot by installing 
traffic signs and digging up buried 
water valves in dried up wells. 


AND SANDY Forgacs says there 


still are some people who aren't used 
to the idea. 


The four are the first women ever 


hired by the Village of Mount Pros- 
pect for public works jobs, performing 
tasks typicaily called "men's work." 


Ms. Forgacs, 22, is a full-time em- 


ploye in the forestry division of the 
public works department. The other 
three will be employed in public 
works the rest of the summer before 
returning to college. 


They do everything from trimming 


shrubbery to installing water pipes 


and meters. And passersby who see 
the women driving around in yellow 
village trucks and wearing blue jeans 
and lank tops usually do double takes 
before they become true believers. 


"MEN, WOMEN, EVEN the little 


kids come by and say 'Hooray for 
women's lib,'" Ms. Forgacs said. 
"Women are realizing there's a lot 
more they can do. There are some 
things I can't do but maybe there are 
other things I can do better than guys 
or just as well." 


Ms. Bober of Des Plaines, an ele- 


mentary and special education major 
at Eastern Illinois University, said 
she is grateful for the on-the-job train- 
ing she is getting this summer. 


"There's nothing you can gel any- 


way when you get out of college when 
you're in education," she said. "I've 
worked a lot with the water crew. I 
just can't believe how much there is 
to learn . . . the mechanics, the equip- 
ment." 


Even some of the men in the public 


works deparlmenl didn'l think the 


girls could handle it when word first 
got oul Ihat Ihere were lo be females 
on 
the 
force. 
But 
they quickly 


changed Iheir minds and since have 
even gone oul oC their way lo accom- 
modate the women. 


"THEY'VE BEEN great," said Ms. 


Jason, of Des Plaines, an accounting 
major at the University of Illinois. 
"They've really Iried to make us feel 
al home. They even made us. a 
lounge," a place for the women to 
clean up and change clothes, at the 
public works garage, 11 S. Pine St. 


"If you had nails before, you won't 


have Ihem now," Ms. Rebsamen, of 
Mounl Prospect, said as she described 
her dulies. "I really enjoy putting in 
pipes and melers and Ihings. I'm go- 
ing to be a plumber now. There are so 
many things happening Ihat I never 
even knew went on." 


Ms. Forgacs, who moved to Mount 


Prospect after being graduated in for- 
estry lasl spring from Michigan State 
University, said before she was hired 


by the village she took much of public 
works for granted. 


"You wonder how all of that stuff 


gets done and who does it," she said. 
"But people still don't believe that 
I'm doing what I am (with the trees 
and Ihe village's Dutch, elm pro- 
gram). They picture a big lumber 
jack doing it." 


MS. JASON said she wears the same 


pair of overalls to work everyday, but 
she doesn't mind. In fact, she says 
maybe someday she'll be interested in 
public works as a livelihood. 


"I've got one pair of white painter's 


pants that get washed every night," 
she said. "But I like it outside and if 
we can take Ihe 100-degree heat we 
sure can take the cold." 


Earlier this month, one of Ms. Ja- 


son's chores was to repaint the new 
village senior center, 14 E. Busse 
Ave. "All of the elderly ladies were 
playing bridge inside and staring out 
the window," she said. "They all were 
shouting, 'More power to you.' I like 
it." 


Bid against chimes hits sour note

Public opinion is turning out to be 


the worst enemy of a Palatine man 
who wants to silence the chimes of a 
carillon at First United Methodist 
Church of Palatine. 


Most residents of the neighborhood, 


and even the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's office, say Warren Wischweh's 
charges that the chimes are noise pol- 
lution are unfounded. 


Wischweh last month began a cam- 


paign to have the bells quieted or si- 
lenced. He sent letters to residents 
near his home, 58 N. Plum Grove Rd., 
complaining about the chimes. 


THE LETTER WAS accompanied 


by a two-page questionnaire provided 


by the environmental control division 
of the Illinois Attorney General's of- 
fice, 


Dave Rosenbaum, chief investigator 


for the state's environmental control 
division, said the only questionnaire re- 
turned complaining about the chimes 
was from Wischweh. Others returned 
by residents living near the church, 
123 N. Plum Grove Rd., were favor- 
able to the sound of the chimes. 


The carillon plays hourly each day 


from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. It was given to 
the church last December as a me- 
morial to a deceased member of the 
congregation. 


Rosenbaum said his office would 


conduct a hearing on the bells if there 


Water suit against Chicago 
at standstill until Sept. 18 


A lawsuit against Chicago alleging 


the suburbs were overcharged $26 
million for water during the last five 
years is at a standstill until the city 
answers the charges Sept. 18. 


Des Plaines and 46 other suburbs 


filed a suit against Chicago in May to 
force a reduction of water rates to 
suburban users and to return the 
overcharges. 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase said 


court action will proceed after Chi- 
cago files its response to'the suit Sept. 
18. 


Ancel, Glink, Diamond and Murphy, 


a Chicago law firm, is representing 
the suburbs. The 47 towns are sharing 
the cost of the suit. The maximum 
Des Plaines is expected to pay is 
$5,723. 


Chicago supplies water to 72 sub- 


urbs. Blase said he hopes more of the 
suburbs will join the lawsuit. It was 
caused by a 21 per cent water rate 
increase for suburban users approved 
by Chicago City Council last January. 


The rate increase could boost the 


average residential water bill in Des 
Plaines from $152 to $184 a year.

anonymous letters supporting his ef- 
fort to quiet the chimes. He also said 
he does not want any more publicity 
about himself and the chimes. 


The "ding-dongs,"

calls them, are a nuisance to him no 
matter what the other residents or the 
attorney general's office say. 


"Let them sit in my living room and

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Logan guilty in Anderson slaying 


Jury deliberates 
1 hour in killing

Mart-ion Logan was found guilty 


Monday of murdering Phyllis Ander- 
son as she, her husband and three 
children sat in their stalled car on 
Chicago's South Side last year. 


A seven-man, 
five-woman 
jury 


handed down the verdict before a 
hushed courtroom after one hour of 
deliberation. 


"I'm relieved it's all over," said 


Leo Anderson, 986 Cambridge Dr., 
Buffalo Grove, after the verdict. "It's 
finally done." 


THE 31-YEAK'OLD Chicago iron- 


worker also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated as- 
sault for wounding Leo Anderson, 
June 13, 1970, after the family's car 
had been forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway by heavy rains and stalled 
in a flooded viaduct on 69th Street and 
Harvard Avenue. 


Logan, who was part of a rock- 


throwing gang of black youths that at- 
tacked the Andersons' car demanding 
S10. fired "four or five" shots into the 
vhiclc, striking Mrs. Anderson, 51, in 
the head and Anderson, 52, in the 
neck, according to testimony. 


As the verdict was read. Anderson 


smiled and leaned forward in his 
chair. One of his six children, Eliza- 
beth, 1". wept. 


Logan bowed his head, holding the 


same emotionless expression he did 
throughout most of the trial. Logan's 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams, 22, of 
Chicago breathed a sigh of dismay 
when Judge James M. Bailey read the 
verdict. 


Logan will be sentenced Sept. 6 in 


Judge Bailey's courtroom in the Cook 
County Criminal Court Building, 26th 
Street and California Avenue, Chi- 
cago. He faces a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment.

DURING CLOSING arguments, Lo- 


gan's attorney, Irwin Frazin, told the 
jury evidence against Logan was 
"sketchy and shaded 
by circum- 


stantial doubt." Frazin said Logan 
was a victim of a "pushed-up case 
by pressured policemen" and was not 
guilty of the charges against him. 


"Chicago police planted the gun belt 


used as evidence against him (Lo- 
gan), in his basement before his ar- 
rest to make it look like it belonged to 
him," Frazin said. 


Frazin also criticized Chicago police 


for not searching more thoroughly for 
the murder weapon, a .45-caliber pis- 
tol. The gun was never found. 


Frazin said police later "fabricated 


the lineup by dressing Logan in the 
same clothes which previously had 
been identified by five witnesses, in- 
cluding Anderson and his daughter, 
Elizabeth, as seen on the murderer 
when he committed the crime." 


Frazin also said 
Anderson and 


Elizabeth could not have positively 
identified the killer because "every- 
thing happened loo fast." 


"THEY WOULD HAVE been look- 


ing at flashes of the gun rather than 
the face of the killer," Frazin said. 


However, Assistant Slate's Atty. 


Harry Wilson said, "the conformity 
and clarity of the witnesses' testi- 
mony prove Logan's guilt." Wilson 
said many of the statements by the 
five key witnesses who said they saw 
or heard the shooting, were "in per- 
fect tune as far as specific and con- 
forming details are concerned. 


"And the most conclusive state- 


ments came in the positive identi- 
fications of Logan," he said. 


Wilson said the Chicago police did 


not fabricate the lineup. Instead, he 
said the police set up the lineup in a 
way which allowed witnesses to iden- 
tify Logan as he stood near other per- 
sons with similar height and facial 
characteristics. 


Wilson called Logan a hoodlum and 


brutal killer, strikingly different from 
Frazin's descriotion of Logan as a 
"good Samaritan" who tried to stop 
other black youths who were throwing 
rocks at the stalled cars. 


"Police wouldn't let a bloody mur- 


derer like Logan run loose on the 
streets," Wilson said. "They made 
sure they had the killer in that lineup. 


"And Leo Anderson would not com- 


pound the tragedy of the incident by 
misidentifying the killer of his wife," 
Wilson said.

1976, murder, Logan was living in the* 
69th Street, Chicago, home of his 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams and her 
uncle, Joseph Rogers, and Rogers' 
sister-in-law, Carol Franklin. 


After the trial, Rogers said he was 


almost convinced Logan was guilty. 


"There were so many witnesses 


against him it seems he did it," Ro- 
gers said. "Nobody just jumps up and 


kills somebody. I've got to lean to- 
ward the jury. I'd like to go his way, 
but if I had been on the jury I would 
have had to vote for the guilty verdict 
from what I've heard and read." 


MS. 
FRANKLIN told reporters 


shortly after the trial ended that "I'm 
sure you'll find the truth, and when 
you do, everything will be OK." 


Mary Ann Williams was unavailable 


for comment Monday night. 


"It's 
hard to say why he did it 


though," Rogers continued. "He lived 
in good conditions and had good mon- 
ey. He and I were working together to 
try to buy a two-flat nearby." 


Rogers, who with the two women 


lived with Logan for two months be- 
fore the killing, admitted he was 


scared that Logan owned a gun 


"I guess he was unpredictable. He 


was very quiet around the house. He 
used to go on weekends with other 
guys and hunt deer," Rogers said. 
"Him owning a gun scares me. I 
didn't know him that well, but I'd say 
he probably has some problems.'' 


SOME OF THE neighbors of the An- 


derson home, 986 Cambridge 
Dr., 


would not comment on the Logan con- 
viction Monday night. 


L. E. Nack, 965 Cambridge Dr., said 


he has kept up with the court room 
proceedings on television, but has not 
spoken to Anderson about it. 


Mrs. O'Hara said close relatives 


will continue to stay at the Anderson 
home for several more days.

Proposals made to the High School 


Dist. 214 Board of Education call for 
extensive changes at Arlington High 
School, the district's oldest building 
and Forest View High School. 


Swimming pools also were proposed 


as first priority improvements at 
Prospect, Elk Grove, Herscy, Forest 
View and Rolling Meadows. 


Making the improvements would 


satisfy the complaints of Elk Grove 
Township unit district supporters, who 
charged that the southern end of the 
district was being slighted by Dist. 
214 because neither Forest View nor

est View did not have the same level 
of facilities as other schools. 


Eventually voters will have to de-

Egypt., Libya agree to plan 
to end border fight: Arafat

Palestinian guerrilla chief Yasser 


Arafat said Monday both Egypt and 
Libya have agreed to a cease-fire pro- 
posal to end their border war. Reports 
from Cairo and Tripoli said the desert 
fighting had ended, and Arab leaders 
appealed to both sides to save their 
blood for future battles with Israel. 


Egypt said its troops, who were at- 


tacking the Jaghboub oasis 150 miles 
south of the Mediterranean at the mo- 
ment President Anwar Sadat an- 


nounced the cease-fire, broke off the 
final battle at once Sunday night. 


' ' T h e fighting seems to have 


stopped, at least for the time being," 
Libya's ambassador to London said at 
midday Monday. He said his embassy 
had rcceivtd no formal notification 
from Tripoli of a 'ceasefire, but there 
were no new battle reports to discount 
it. 


LIBYA'S NEWS agency muted its 


fiery communiques that had claimed 
a series of victories but reported "our 


popular forces managed to repel and 
annihilate the invading forces" to the 
last. 


There was no complete toll of dam- 


age and casualties from the six days 
of fighting. Libya complained to the 
U.N. Security Council that Egyptian 
air raids caused "a great loss of life 
among innocent civilians." 


"Hospitals and schools have also 


been destroyed," 
Libya's Foreign 


Minister Ai said in a letter reporting

Chevy Chase Golf Course are ex- 
pected to petition to annex to Wheel- 
ing next mon, h, Village Mgr. Terry L. 
Zerkle said Monday. 


Zerkle said the William Johnson 


family, owners of about 278 acres ad- 
jacent to the golf course, have made a 
preliminary presentation to village of- 
ficials outlining a proposed land use. 
The land surrounds the 128-aere golf 
course, 
1003 N. Milwaukee Ave., 


which recently was purchased by the 
Wheeling Park District. 


"The next step is to finalize that 


preliminary presentation and submit 
those Items along with the annexation 
agreement to the village board," 
Zerkte said. 


THE AKEA BEING discussed for 


village annexation is generally bound- 
ed on the east by Wolf Road, Mil- 
waukee Avenue and the Des Plaines 


River; on the west by the Soo Line 
R.R. and the corporate limits of Buf- 
falo Grove; on the north by a line 
about 300 foot south of Inverrary 
Lane; and on the south by the corpo- 
rate limits of Wheeling. 


William Johnson said his family 


plans to develop the area surrounding 
the golf course as multi-family hous- 
ing, commercial and light industry. 


Land uses proposed include residen- 


tial on the periphery of the golf 
course; commercial along a portion of 
Lake-Cook Road near Milwaukee Ave- 
nue intersection; and light industry 
west and immediately east of the Soo 
Line R.R. north and south of Lake- 
Cook Road. 


Village officials have said the pro-

THE LAND BEING considered for 


annexation includes 1G8 acres in Lake 


County and 109 acres in Cook County. 
The area has been the subject of a 
boundary dispute between the' Village 
of Buffalo Grove and Wheeling.

Construction of a bridge over Buffalo 
Creek also is near completion and 
work has begun nn a second bridge 
near St. Mary's Church, he said. 


CONSTRUCTION WORK lias not 


created any traffic problems, Buffalo 
Grove Police Chief Harry Walsh said. 


"It has not caused us any problem 


but we're anxious to see it done be- 
cause it looks like it will be a vast 
improvement," Walsh said. 


One village trustee complained in 


February that mud caused by con- 
struction was making the road unsafe, 
but that problem was rectified when 
construction crws began washing the 
existing road twice a day to eliminate 
the mud.

Public opinion is turning out to be 


the worst enemy of a Palatine man 
uho wants to silence the chimes of a 
carillon at First United Methodist 
Church of Palatine.

53 N. Plum Grove Rd., 
complaining about the chimes. 


THE LETTER WAS accompanied 


by a two-page questionnaire provided 
by the environmental control division 
of the Illinois Attorney General's of- 
fice.

The carillon plays hourly each day 


from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. It was given to 
the church last December as a me- 
morial to a deceased member of the 
congregation. 


Rosenbaum said his office would 


conduct a hearing on the bells if there 
are nine persons willing to testify. 


HOWEVER, Roscnbaum said: "He's 


(Wischweh) the only one who doesn't 
like them." 


Rosenbaum said he sent an in- 


vestigator to the neighborhood two 
weeks ago to poll residents on the 
chimes. 


"Everyone says they are beautiful, 


they are music to their ears," Rosen- 
baum said. 


Rosenbaum was miffed that Wisch- 


weh did some editing of environmen- 
tal control complaint forms, which a 
state employe left with Wischweh for 
distribution to neighbors. 


Before sending the questionnaires to 


his neighbors, Wischweh typed the an- 
swer to one of the questions. 


"WHERE DOES the noise pollution 


come from?" the question read. "The 
four speakers on the steeple of First 
United Methodist Church," was the 
answer Wischwch typed in on each of 
the questionnaires. 


"He was tampering with our inter- 


view sheets," Rosenbaum said. 


Wischweh's editing of the question- 


naires also irked a resident who asked 
not to be named. 


"The chimes and hymns played are 


a pleasant sound in a world of many 
unpleasant 
sounds," 
the 
resident 


wrote to the attorney general's office. 
She sent a copy of her reply to Wisch- 
weh, who in return sent her a sarcas- 
ic letter stating she lives "over in the 
quiet part of town," about a block 
away from Wischweh. 


WISCHWEH SAID he has received 


anonymous letters supporting his ef- 
fort to quiet the chimes. He also said 
he does not want any more publicity 
about himself and the chimes. 


The 
"ding-dongs," 
as Wischweh 


calls them, are a nuisance to him no 
matter what the other residents or the 
attorney general's office say. 


"Let them sit in my living room and 


see if they like it," he said.

Alcoholism hotline gives help fast

The woman could not take it any 


longer. Her husband was drunk again, 
had fallen down in the driveway of 
their home and passed out. 


She called the hotline at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove 
Village for help. 


A nurse on the phone toak first 


things first. Call the fire department 
and have an ambulance pick up the 
man and bring him to the hospital, 
she told the wife. 


Then have him seek treatment or 


find help for herself to deal with the 
problem, she said. 


THAT'S THE WAY it usually goes. 


No telephona Marcus Welby, the alco- 
holism hotline is designed merely as a 
quick source of help when an alcohol- 
ic or his family needs it desperately. 


The hotline doesn't try to counsel 


alcoholics or their families, although 
nurses and counselors have listened 
to problems for hours. 


Instead, tho hotline is designed to 


respond to a sudden crisis at any hour 
of the day or night. Diagnosing the 
problem quickly and referring callers 
to someone who can help is the main 
job, said Nancy Peterson, coordinator 
of the program. 


Since the service began June 27, the 


hotline has received calls from about 
30 persons who need help with an al- 
cohol problem. The hotline number is 
364-1818. 


Most often the nurse or counselor 


r e f e r s the caller to Alcoholics 
Anonymous, or if they are spouses of 
a heavy drinker, to Al-Anon, Ms. Pe- 
terson said. 


SOMETIMES they advise the alco- 


holic to seek treatment at Alexian or 
another treatment center, she said. 


The telephone is good for referring 


persons to 
different 
agencies 
or 


groups, 
for 
providing information 


quickly and anonymously, Ms. Peter- 
son said. 


Before the hotline started persons 


with alcohol problems called the main 
number of the hospital and were 
asked to identify themselves, Ms. Pe- 
terson said. 


Some people balk at associating 


themselves 
with something that's 


frowned on by society, so the hotline 
receptionists ask only for the facts, 
she said. 


"It's a way to reach people, who oth- 


erwise wouldn't call in," she said. 


Spouses of alcoholics call more of- 


ton than any other group, said Jim 
LeFager, a social worker at the hospi- 
tal. 


"WE GET,A LOT of people who 


don't know what to do 
anymore," 


LeFager said. 


He said high school kids from the 


Northwest suburbs also call for help. 
The average age today for alcoholics 
is 35, down from an average of 40 a 
few years agu. 


Although most of the calls are from 


wives about husbands, there are more 
complaints about 
women drinkers 


than before. 


One thing the hotline doesn't try to 


do is offer in-depth counseling. That's 
because, Ms. Peterson said, "it's not 
good to give much therapy on the 
phone to people you don't know."

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Logan guilty in Anderson slaying 


Jury deliberates 
1 hour in killing

Marriott Logan was found guilty 


Monday of mutdering Phyllis Ander- 
son . as she, her husband and three 
children sat in their stalled car on 
Chicago's South Side last year. 


A 
seven-man, 
five-woman 
jury 


handed down the verdict before a 
hushed courtroom after one hour of 
deliberation. 


"I'm relieved it's all over," said 


Leo Anderson, 986 Cambridge Dr.. 
Buffalo Grove, after the verdict. "It's 
finally done." 


THE 31-YEAR-OLD Chicago iron- 


worker also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated as- 
sault for wounding Leo Anderson, 
Juno 13. 1976, after the family's car 
had been forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway by heavy rains and stalled 
in a flooded viaduct on fiOth Street and 
Harvard Avenue. 


Logan, who was part of a rock- 


throwing gang of black youths that at- 
tacked the Andersons' car demanding ' 
MO. fired "four or five" shots into the 
vhicle. striking Mrs. Anderson. 31, in 
the head and Anderson. 52. in the 
neck, according to testimony 


As the verdict was read. Anderson 


smiled and leaned forward in his 
chair. One of his sis children. Eliza- 
beth. IT. wept 


Logan bowed h:s head, holding the 


same emotionless expression he did 
throughout most of the trial. Logan's 
fiancee. Mary Ann Williams, 22. of 
Chicago breathed a sigh of dismay 
when Judge James M. Bailey read the 
x-crdict 


Logan will be sentenced Sept. 6 in 


Judge Bailey's courtroom in the Cook 
County Criminal Court Building, 26th 
Street and California Avenue, Chi- 
cago. He faces a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment

gan's attorney, Irwin Frazin, told the 
jury evidence against 
Logan was 


"sketchy 
and 
shaded 
by 
circum- 


stantial doubt." Frazin said Logan 
was a victim of a "pushed-up case 
by pressured policemen" and was not 
guilty of the charges against him. 


"Chicago police planted the gun belt 


used as evidence against him (Lo- 
gan), in his basement before his ar- 
rest to make it look like it belonged to 
him," Frazin said. 


Frazin also criticized Clu'cago police 


for not searching more thoroughly for 
the murder weapon, a .45-caliber pis- 
tol. The gun was never found. 


Frazin said police later "fabricated 


Hie lineup by dressing Logan hi the 
same clothes which previously had 
been identified by five witnesses, in- 
cluding Anderson and his daughter, 
Elizabeth, as seen on the murderer 
when he committed the crime." 


Frazin 
also said Anderson 
and 


Elizabeth could not have positively 
identified Ihe killer because "every- 
thing happened too fast." 


••THEY WOULD HAVE been look- 


ing at flashes of the gun rather than 
the face of the killer," Frazin said. 


However, Assistant State's Atty. 


Harry Wilson said, "the conformity 
and clarity of the witnesses' testi- 
mony prove Logan's guilt." Wilson 
said many of the statements by the 
five key witnesses who said thry saw 
or heard the shooting, were "in per- 
fect tune as far as specific and con- 
forming details are concerned. 


"And the most conclusive state- 


ments came in the positive identi- 
fications of Logan,'1 he said. 


Wilson said the Chicago police did 


nol fabricate Ihe lineup. Instead, he 
said the police set un the lineup in a 
way which allowed witnesses to iden- 
tify Logan as he stood near other per- 
sons with similar height and facial 
characteristics. 


Wilson called Logan a hoodlum and 


brutal killer, strikingly different from 
Frazln's description of Logan as a 
"good Samaritan" who tried to stop 
other black youth's who were throwing 
rocks at the stalled cars. 


"Police wouldn't let a bloody mur- 


derer like Logan run loose on the 
.streets." Wilson said. "They made 
sure they had the killer in that lineup. 


"And Leo Anderson would not com- 


pound the tragedy of the incident by 
misidentifying the killer of his wife," 
Wilson said.

"We had a pretty good idea of what

It 
would have been a big shock to all of 
us if he (Logan) hadn't," she said. 


Before his arrest for the June 13, 


1976, murder, Logan was living in the 
69th Street, Chicago, home ol his 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams and her 
uncle, Joseph Rogers, and Rogers' 
sister-in-law, Carol Franklin. 


After the trial, Rogers said he was 


almost convinced Logan was guilty. 


"There were so many witnesses 


against him it seems he did it," Ro- 
gers said "Nobody just jumps up and 


kills somebody. I've got to lean to- 
ward the jury. I'd like to go his way, 
but if I had been on the jury I would 
have had to vote for the guilty verdict 
from what I've heard and i-ead." 


MS. 
FRANKLIN told 
reporters 


shortly after the trial ended that "I'm 
sure you'll find the truth, and when 
you do; everything will be OK." 


Mary Ann Williams was unavailable 


for comment Monday night. 


"It's 
hard to say why he did it

Egypt, Libya agree to plan 
to end border fight: Arafat

Palestinian guerrilla chief Yasser 


Arafat said Monday both Egypt and 
Libya have agreed to a cease-fire pro- 
posal to end their border war. Reports 
from Cairo and Tripoli said the desert 
fighting had ended, and Arab leaders 
appealed to both sides to save their 
blood for future battles with Israel. 


Egypt said its troops, who were at- 


tacking the Jaghboub oasis ISO miles 
south of the Mediterranean at the mo- 
ment President 
Anwar Sadat an- 


nounced the cease-fire, broke off the 
final battle at once Sunday night. 


' ' T h e fighting seems to have 


stopped, at least for the time being," 
Libya's ambassador to London said at 
midday Monday. He said his embassy 
had receivtd no formal notification 
from Tripoli of a ceasefire, but there 
were no new battle reports to discount 
it. 


LIBYA'S NEWS agency muted its 


fiery communiques that had claimed 
a series of victories but reported "our 


popular forces managed to repel and 
annihilate the invading torces" to the 
last. 


There was no complete toll of dam- 


age and casualties Irom the six days 
of fighting. Libya complained to the 
U.N. Security Council that Egyptian 
air raids caused "a great loss of life 
among innocent civilians."

A contract granting teachers an 8 


per cent salary increase for the 1977- 
78 school year was approved Monday 
night 
by the 
Buffalo 
Grove-Long 


Grove Dist. 96 Board of Education. 


The one-year contract, however, has 


not been ratified by the district's 70 
teachers. The teachers will vote on it 
Sept. 2. 


Representatives of the board's fi- 


nance committee and the teachers 
systemwide program council reach- 
ed the contract settlement earlier 
this month. Dist. 96 teachers do not 
have a formal collective bargaining 
agreement with the board. 


The 8 per cent across-the-board in- 


crease raises the pay for teachers en- 
tering their second year from $9,500 to 
$10,260 a year. The salary for teach- 
ers at the top of the pay schedule, 
with a master's degree plus 15 semes- 
ter hours of graduate work and 15 
years of experience, will jump from 
$16,543 to $17,066 a year,

teachers, now $9,500, has not been set, 
Frances 
Alton, business 
manager, 


said. 


The tentative contract includes a 


provision that 
will increase each 


teacher's take-home pay. The board 


agreed to apply 7 per cent of each 
teacher's increased salary to the state 
pension fund, a payment now made 
by each teacher individually as re- 
quired by state law. 


By paying teachers' pensions the 


board will lower each teacher's tax- 
able income by 7 per cent, reducing 
the amount taken out for federal and 
state taxes and, in effect, raising their 
take-home pay. 


For instance, a teacher who has 


been teaching five years with a bach- 
elor's degrte and nine hours of gradu- 
ate credit earned $11,795 in 1976-77. 
After taxes the teacher's monthly net 


pay was $764. With an 8 per cent in- 
crease, the same.teacher would earn 
$12,739 annually, with a monthly pay 
check after taxes of $809.

Jury deliberates 
1 hour in killing

Mart-Ion Logan was found guilty 


Monday of murdering Phyllis Ander- 
son as she, her husband and three 
children sat in their stalled car on 
Chicago's South Side last year. 


A seven-man, 
five-woman 
jury 


handed down the verdict before a 
hushed courtroom after one hour of 
deliberation, 


"I'm relieved it's alt over," said 


Leo Anderson, 986 Cambridge Dr., 
Buffalo Grove, after the verdict. "It's 
finally done." 


THE st-YEAR-OLD Chicago iron- 


worker also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated as- 
sault for wounding Leo Anderson, 
June 13, 1878, after the family's car 
had been forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway by hea"y rains and stalled 
in a flooded viaduct on 69th Street and 
Harvard Avenue. 


Logan, who was part of a rock- 


throwing gang of black youths that at- 
tacked the Andersons' car demanding 
$10. fired "four or five" shots into the 
vehicle, striking Mrs. Anderson. 51. in 
the head and Anderson, 52, in the 
neck, according to testimony. 


As the verdict was read, Anderson 


smiled and leaned forward in his 
chair. One of his six children. Eliza- 
beth, 17. wept. 


Logan bowed his head, holding the 


same emotionless expression he did 
throughout most of the trial. Logan's 
fiancee, Mary Ann Williams, 22, of 
Chicago breathed a sigh of dismay 
when Judge James M. Bailey read the 
verdict. 


Logan will be sentenced Sept. G in 


Judge Bailey's courtroom in the Cook 
County Criminal Court Building, 26th 
Street and California Avenue.

Rosenbaum said his office would 


conduct a hearing on the bells if there 
are nine persons willing to testify. 


HOWEVER, Rosenbaum said: "He's

said he sent an in- 


vestigator to the neighborhood two 
weeks ago to poll residents on the 
chimes. 


"Everyone says they are beautiful,

final battle dt once Sunday night. 


' ' T h e fighting seems to have 


stopped, at least lor the time being," 
Libya's ambassador to London said at 
midday Monday. He said his embassy 
had_ receivtd no formal notification 
from Tripoli of a ceasefire, but there 
were no new battle reports to discount 
it. 


LIBYA'S NEWS agency milted its 


fiery communiques that had claimed 
a series of victories but reported "our 


popular forces managed to repel and 
annihilate the invading forces" to the 
last, 


There was no complete toll of dam- 


age and casualties from the six days 
of fighting. Libya complained to the 
U.N. Security Council that Egyptian 
air raids caused "a great loss of life 
among innocent civilians." 


"Hospitals and schools have also 


been destroyed," Libya's Foreign 
Minister Ai said it) a letter reporting

Williams phoned the police, and

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Poll of citizens 
to solicit ideas 
on town stores 


A survey to determine what type of 


stores and businesses residents would 
like to see locate in vacant buildings 
in Mount Prospect will be conducted 
next month by the village. 


The survey will be included In the 


village newsletter to be distributed to 
17,000 homes and apartments 
the 


week of Aug. 15. 


"What we hope to find out is what 


type of stores the citizens will support 
In the village." Mayor Carolyn H. 
Krause said. "If they indicate they 
would like a dime store, for example, 
we would hope that is the kind of 
store they will go to. They are the 
ones that have to support the stores to 
make them succeed.1' 


THE QUESTIONNAIRE will ask 


residents what firms or outlets should 
replace the Gotdblatt's store, gutted 
by fire in February at the Mount 
Prospect Plaza, Rand and Centraf 
roads, and the National Food Store 
which went out of business at Golf 
and Elmhurst roads last December. 


"But the key area is downtown," 


Mrs. Krause said. 


The most recent vacancies in down- 


town Mount Prospect, Wille's hard- 
ware store and Foam Rubber City, 
are examples of the central business 
district's decline because of the up- 
surge of regional shopping centers 
like Randhurst and Woodfield, the 


mayor said. 


"It's difficult to compete with the 


regional shopping center with its en- 
closed mall and free parking," Mrs. 
Krause said. "We have to reach out to 
these businesses directly. It is an ap- 
proach to'try and get more business 
into the community." 


After the surveys are returned and 


tabulated, the mayor will write to the 
firms favored most by village resi- 
dents, explaining the results of the 
questionnaire and asking them to con- 
sider 
the available 
properties in 


Mount Prospect. 


l\ms. KRAUSE SAID she thinks the 


stores that would be the most success- 
ful in the downtown area are specialty 
shops dealing in one type of service. 
Included among her suggestions were 
jewelry stores, boutiques, unique book 
stores and gift shops and bath ac- 
cessory shops. 


"They still have an appeal that you 


wouldn't find at your regional cen- 
ter," she said. "They're the type of 
stores that still would draw people." 


Residents will be asked to return 


the surveys to village hall by mid-Sep- 
tember when Public Information Offi- 
cer Dolores Haugh hopes to have 
them tallied. 


"I hope when the people get it," 


Mayor Krause said, "they will Lake 
the time to respond to it."

Janice Jason says she'll take mowing 


grass and painting buildings any day 
over working in a factory. 


Trudi Rebsamen, a journalism and 


food technology major at Iowa Stale 
University, has decided she'd rather 
be a plumber. 


Jill Bober enjoys the outdoors and 


says she's learning a lot by installing 
traffic signs and digging up buried 
water valves in dried up wells. 


AND SANDY Forgacs says there 


still are some people who aren't used 
to the idea. 


The four are the first women ever 


hired by the Village of Mount Pros- 
pect for public works jobs, performing 
tasks typically called "men's work." 


Ms. Forgacs, 22, is a full-time em- 


ploye in the forestry division of the 
public works department. The other 
three will be employed in public 
works the rest of the summer before 
returning to college. 


They do everything from trimming 


shrubbery to installing water pipes 


and meters. And passersby who see 
the women driving around in yellow 
village trucks and wearing blue jeans 
and tank tops usually do double takes 
before they become true believers. 


"MEN, WOMEN, EVEN the little 


kids come by and say 'Hooray for 
women's lib,' " Ms. Forgacs said. 
"Women are realizing there's a lot 
more they can do. There are some 
things I can't do but maybe there are 
other things I can do better than guys 
or jusl as well." 


Ms. Bober of Des Plaines, an ele- 


mentary and special education major 
at Eastern Illinois University, said 
she is grateful for the on-the-job train- 
ing she is gelling this summer. 


"There's nothing you can get any- 


way when you gel out of college when 
you're in education," she said. "I've 
worked a lol with the water crew. I 
just can't believe how much there is 
to learn ... the mechanics, the equip- 
ment." 


Even some of the men in the public 


works department didn't think the 


girls could handle it when word first 
got out that there were to be females 
on 
the 
force. 
But 
they quickly 


changed their minds and since have 
even gone out of their way to accom- 
modate the women. 


"THEY'VE BEEN great," said Ms. 


Jason, of Des Plaines, an accounting 
major at the University of Illinois. 
"They've really tried to make us feel 
at home. They even made us a 
lounge," a place for the women to 
clean up and change clothes, at the 
public works garage, 11 S. Pine St. 


"If you had nails before, you won't 


have them now," Ms. Rebsamen, of 
Mount Prospect, said as she described 
her duties. "I really enjoy putting in 
pipes and meters and things. I'm go- 
ing to be a plumber now. There are so 
many things happening that I never 
even knew went on." 


Ms. Forgacs, who moved to Mount 


Prospect after being graduated in for- 
estry last spring from Michigan State 
University, said before she was hired 


by the village she took much of public 
works for granted. 


"You wonder how all of that stuff 


gets done and who does it," she said. 
"But people still don't believe that 
I'm doing what I am (with the trees 
and the village's Dutch elm pro- 
gram). They picture a big lumber 
jack doing it." 


MS. JASON said she wears the same 


pair of overalls to work everyday, but 
she doesn't mind. In fact, she says 
maybe someday she'll be interested in 
public works as a livelihood. 


"I've got one pair of white painter's 


pants that get washed every night," 
she said. "But I like it outside and if 
we can take the 100-degree heat we 
sure can take the cold." 


Earlier this month, one of Ms. Ja- 


son's chores was to repaint the new 
village senior center, 14 E. Busse 
Ave. "All of the elderly ladies were 
playing bridge inside and staring out 
the window." she said. "They all were 
shouting, 'More power to you ' I like 
it " 


Bid against chimes hits sour

Public opinion is turning out to be 


the worst enemy of a Palatine man 
who wants to silence the chimes of a 
carillon at First United Methodist 
Church of Palatine. 


Most residents of the neighborhood, 


and even the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
•al's office, say Warren Wischwch's 
charges that the chimes are noise pol- 
lution are unfounded. 


Wischweh last month began a cam- 


paign to have the bells quieted or si- 
lenced. He sent letters to residents 
near his home, 58 N. Plum Grove Rd., 
complaining about the chimes. 


THE LETTER WAS accompanied 


by a two-page questionnaire provided 
by the environmental control division 
of the Illinois Attorney General's of- 
fice. 


Dave Rosenbaum, chief investigator 


for the stale's environmenlal control 
division, said the only questionnaire re- 
turned complaining about the chimes 
was from Wischweh. Others returned 
by residents living near the church, 
123 N. Plum Grove Rd., were favor- 
able to the sound of the chimes. 


The carillon plays hourly each day 


from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. It was given to 
the church last December as a me- 
morial to a deceased member of the 
congregation. 


Rosenbaum said his office would 


conduct a hearing'on the bells if there 
are nine persons willing to testify. 


HOWEVER, Rosenbaum said: "He's 


(Wischweh) the only one who doesn't 
like them." 


Rosenbaum said he sent an in- 


vestigator to the neighborhood two 


weeks ago to poll residents on the 
chimes. 


"Everyone says they are beautiful, 


they are music to their ears," Rosen- 
baum said. 


Rosenbaum was miffed that Wisch- 


weh did some editing of environmen- 
tal control complaint forms, which a 
state employe left with Wischweh for 
distribution to neighbors. 


Before sending the questionnaires to 


his neighbors, Wischweh typed the an- 
swer to one of the questions. 


"WHERE DOES the noise pollution 


come from?" the question read. "The 
four speakers on the steeple of First 
United Methodist Church," was the 
answer Wischweh typed in on each of 
the questionnaires. 


"He was tampering with our inter- 


view sheets," Rosenbaum said. 


Dist. 214 told plans for repairs 


Wischweh's editing of the question- 


naires also irked a resident who asked 
nol lo be named. 


"The chimes and hymns played are 


a pleasant sound in a world of many 
unpleasant 
sounds," 
the 
resident 


wrote to the attorney general's office. 
She sent a copy of her reply to Wisch- 
weh, who in return sent her a sarcas- 
ic letler stating she lives "over in the 
quiet part of town," about a block 
away from Wischweh. 


WISCHWEH SAID he has received 


anonymous letters supporting his ef- 
fort to quiet the chimes. He also said 
he does nol want any more publicity 
about himself and the chimes. 


The "ding-dongs," as Wischweh 


calls them, are a nuisance to him no 
matter what the other residents or the 
attorney general's office say. 


"Let them sit in my living room and 


see if they like it," he said.
